THE  copy  of  "  Tate  and  Brady,"  edition  177 1,  pur- 
chased for  one  penny  at  an  old  book-stall,  was  in 
excellent  condition,  bound  in  whole  calf,  and  gilt- 
edged.  More  than  three  generations  ago  it  had  done 
duty  in  the  earliest-founded  church  in  the  City  of 
London,  St.  Peter's  above  Cornhill,  and  had  been 
carefully  used  by  "  Mrs.  Cobden  on  the  other  side," 
as  appeared  by  a  memorandum,  no  doubt  by  the 
careful  beadle,  or  pew-opener.  There  was  an  indica- 
tion that  the  lady  had  done  more  than  join  in  the 
singing  of  the  general  congregation.  Faintly  written 
against  the  seventh  verse  of  the  thirty-fourth  Psalm 
was  the  date,  M  Nov.  21,  '79." 

"  The  hosts  of  God  encamp  around 
The  dwellings  of  the  just  ; 
Deliv'rance  He  affords  to  all 
Who  on  His  succour  trust." 

Who  can  tell  now  what  was  the  deliverance  which 
made  the  21st  of  November  a  marked  day  in  the 
history  of  the  worshipper  at  the  church  of  St.  Peter  ? 
Anno  Domini  1779  was  a  year  of  wars  and  rumours 
of  wars.  Spain  fighting  us  at  Gibraltar,  France  in 
Jersey  and  the  West  India  Islands,  and  the  American

colonists  in  the  savannahs  of  Georgia.  London 
was  ill  at  ease  by  the  news  that  sixty-six  sail  of 
the  line  and  a  host  of  other  vessels  were  gathering 
at  St.  Malo,  preparing  for  a  descent  upon  England  ; 
and  the  good  citizens  of  Edinburgh  were  frightened 
half  out  of  their  senses  by  the  appearance  of  the 
notable  privateer  Paul  Jones,  with  "three  small  ships 
of  war  and  an  armed  brigantine,"  in  Leith  waters. 
The  Psalmist's  songs  of  deliverance  must  have  found 
an  echo  in  her  own  experience  when  Mrs.  Cobden 
used  her  Psalter  "  on  the  other  side "  of  her  parish 
church  ! 

Pondering  over  the  long-disused  Psalter,  the  writer 
of  the  following  pages  felt  a  curiosity  to  learn  more 
about  metrical  versions.  The  search  after  a  history 
was  fruitless.  The  nearest  approach  to  it  was  "  The 
Psalmists  of  Britain,"  *  a  descriptive  catalogue  of  a 
large  number  of  Psalm-versifiers,  the  great  majority 
of  the  authors  quoted  being  mere  contributors  to 
Psalm-literature  in  a  metrical  form.  Whole  versions, 
or  complete  Psalters,  were  only  incidentally  illus- 
trated. 

The  present  attempt  is  the  outcome  of  the  reflec- 
tions suggested  by  the  possession  of  the  Tate  and 
Brady  Psalm-book  of  1771,  and  the  failure  of  the 
search  after  a  succinct  history  of  English  Metrical 
Psalters.

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STORY    OF    THE    PSALTERS. 

CHAPTER  I. 

INTRODUCTORY. 

In  the  early  Church  psalmody  appears  to  have  been 
a  general  practice.  It  was  in  the  year  50  of  the 
Christian  era — if  we  may  credit  Eusebius,  as  trans- 
lated by  the  learned  Archbishop  Parker,  in  the 
preface  to  his  Metrical  English  Psalter  of  1557  or 
thereabouts — that  "  Philo,  a  Hebrew  born,  came  to 
Rome  in  the  days  of  the  Emperor  Claudius,  and 
saw  Peter  the  apostle,  thus  describing  part  of  the 
services  in  the  houses  dedicated  to  prayer  by  the 
Christian  people  :  '  Furthermore,  they  do  not  only 
understand  the  ancient  hymns  of  their  elders,  but 
they  themselves  devise  new  to  God's  honour,  whiche 
they  sing  with  all  kinds  of  grave  numbers  and 
rythmes  in  a  comely  honest  manner,  and  with  sweet 
harmony.'  And  furthermore  Philo  saith, '  Our  hymns 
are  so  sung  with  us,  that  where  one  (a  chanter)  singeth 
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before  one  verse  orderly  and  comely  by  observing 
the  certaintie  of  his  numbers,  all  the  multitude 
beside,  secretlye  giving  ear  unto  him,  at  the  last  sing 
together  the  latter  parts  of  the  hymns.'  " 

Gradually  the  musical  parts  of  Christian  worship 
were  surrendered  to  the  priests,  or  to  an  inferior 
order  of  clergy  called  Psalmistae.  Then  the  Council 
of  Laodicea,  in  the  year  363,  forbade  the  laity  to  sing 
in  church  at  all,  except  in  certain  simple  chants — a 
prohibition  which  became  unnecessary,  as  the  Latin 
tongue  ceased  to  be  the  language  of  the  common 
people,  and  was  used  only  in  the  ritual  of  the  Church 
of  Rome,  or  in  the  writings  of  the  historian  or  the 
theologian.  An  order  of  monks  made  up  for  the 
popular  abstinence,  by  instituting  a  system  of  per- 
petual psalmody.  Relays  of  the  brethren  kept  the 
song  going  unceasingly.  Like  the  vestal  fires,  or 
the  minute-bell  of  a  Greek  monastery,  the  music  of 
the  Psalm  was  never  hushed  by  day  or  by  night.  In 
the  diocese  of  Nismes,  as  late  as  the  end  of  the  fourth 
century,  this  kind  of  psalmody  was  known  as  the 
Laus perennis  and  Psalterium  perpetuum. 

The  practice  of  metrical  Psalm-singing  in  England 
and  Scotland  was  for  nearly  three  centuries  after  the 
Reformation  laus  universalis  if  not  perennis.  Never 
in  any  other  country,  not  even  in  Judaea  in  its 
palmiest  days,  was  the  "  Book  of  Praises  "  so  widely 
employed  in  popular  religious  services  as  in  the 
British  Islands.  For  ten  generations  our  forefathers 
lifted  their  hearts  in  praise  and  prayer  in  the  rugged 
rhymes  of  Sternhold  and  Hopkins,  or  the  somewhat 
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more  polished  verses  of  Rous,  and  Tate  and  Brady. 
Although  the  poetry  was  for  the  most  part  beneath 
criticism,  the  versions  had  the  merit  of  keeping  as 
closely  to  the  original  Hebrew  text  as  the  vulgar 
tongue  would  permit  ;  and  the  rhymes,  or  jingles,  as 
they  too  often  were,  conveyed  the  sense  in  simple 
language  and  easy  measures.  In  a  strange  Anglo- 
Saxon  garb  the  aspirations  of  the  sweet  singer  of 
Israel  found  an  echo  in  the  hearts  of  Anglican,  In- 
dependent, and  Presbyterian  alike.  Critics  might 
sneer  at  "  putting  David  in  fetters,"  but  a  people's 
joys  and  sorrows  found  expression  in  the  homely 
verses,  and  hallowed  even  the  jingles  in  their 
memories. 

The  object  of  the  metrical  Psalter  was  much 
nobler  than  the  method  and  the  manner  of  it.  Next 
in  importance  to  the  translation  of  the  whole  Bible 
into  the  vulgar  tongue,  and  declaring  every  man's 
right  to  read  it  and  judge  for  himself,  were  the  rhym- 
ing versions  of  the  Psalms,  which  made  the  jubilant 
hymns  of  the  Hebrew  poets  the  songs  of  the  people. 
Psalm-singing  was  a  consequence  of  the  Reformation. 
It  carried  the  devout  believer  straight  into  the  pre- 
sence of  his  Maker  and  Deliverer,  without  the  inter- 
vention of  priest  or  Creed,  and  enabled  him  to  shout 
in  triumph — 

"  Ein'  feste  burg  ist  unser  Gott." 

It  helped  to  lay  deep  the  foundations  of  the  re- 
ligious liberty  which  now  spreads  more  or  less  over 
the    whole    of    Christendom.     Wherever    the    early 
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colonies  of  England  were  planted  the  Psalter  followed. 
The  first  printed  book  in  America  was  the  "  Bay 
Psalm-book,"  and  the  last  of  the  stereotyped  editions 
of  Tate  and  Brady  was  used  in  the  mission  stations 
scattered  over  the  four  quarters  of  the  globe. 

The  Reformers,  John  Huss,  Jerome  of  Prague,  the 
Bohemian  Brethren,  and  Martin  Luther,  published 
certain  of  the  Psalms  in  German  metre  for  the  use  of 
the  common  people,  "that  priests  might  not  be 
wanted."  They  did  not  attempt  an  entire  Psalter  ; 
the  Lutherans  were  satisfied  with  a  selection  of  the 
Psalms  interspersed  with  their  hymns.  The  only 
entire  metrical  version  which  at  all  compares  with 
the  English  was  the  French  Psalter  of  Marot  and  Beza. 
Its  history  is  interesting,  not  only  on  account  of  its 
superior  literary  merit,  but  because  the  tunes  which 
accompanied  it  were  adapted,  in  numerous  instances, 
to  the  English  Psalms,  by  Day,  Este,  and  Ravenscroft, 
and  still  continue  in  use,  having  long  outlived  the 
rhymes  to  which  they  were  set.  Innocents,  St. 
Michael's,  and  the  Old  Hundredth  are  now  sung  by 
"  all  people  that  on  earth  do  dwell,"  in  popular  con- 
gregational worship. 

"  Clement  Marot  was  the  inventor  of  the  rondeau 
and  the  restorer  of  the  madrigal,"  writes  Warton.  It 
occasioned  no  little  surprise  when  the  French  poet 
proposed  to  substitute  his  metrical  Psalms  for  the 
Chansons  d' amour  of  the  French  court,  and  bade  the 
ladies  of  France  place  their 

".   .  .   doights  sur  lcs  espinettes 
Pour  dire  sanctes  chansonettes." 
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Whether  it  was  on  account  of  the  growing  spread  of 
the  new  ideas  awakened  by  the  Reformation,  or  the 
brilliancy  of  the  rhymes,  the  "  sanctes  chansonettes  " 
leaped  into  fashion.  The  first  edition  of  ten  thou- 
sand copies  was  speedily  exhausted.  Princes  of  the 
blood,  the  king's  mistresses,  lords  and  ladies  of  the 
court,  began  to  sing  Psalms  to  the  ballad-tunes  of 
the  times.  Each  one  had  a  favourite  out  of  the  fifty 
which  Marot  composed.  The  Dauphin,  as  became 
a  sportsman,  chose  "As  the  hart  panteth  after  the 
waterbrooks,"  and  Diana  of  Poictiers,  "  From  the  depth 
of  my  heart." 

Writers  of  a  later  day,  Isaac  Disraeli  among 
others,  have  found  much  amusement  in  drawing  the 
picture  of  a  dissolute  court  singing  David's  Psalms  to 
fashionable  jigs.  But  it  is  a  fact,  nevertheless,  that 
the  advent  of  Psalm-singing  in  the  French  court 
marked  the  commencement  of  a  real  religious 
awakening.  Theodore  Beza  speedily  completed  the 
whole  metrical  version,  which,  with  the  tunes  at- 
tached, received  the  sanction  of  the  Sorbonne.  The 
Psalter  was  dedicated  to  the  King  and  the  ladies  of 
France,  and  was  described  as  admirably  fitted  to 
the  violin  and  other  musical  instruments  :  surely  no 
reason  why  it  should  be  considered  as  merely  a  fad 
of  a  volatile  court.  No  one  can  take  up  the  Marot 
and  Beza  by  Jean  Beaufoy,  published  at  Lyons  in 
1566,  or  that  of  Jean  Jannon,  at  Sedan  in  1633,  with- 
out seeing  evidence  that  the  Psalms  were  for  the  use 
of  a  devout  Christian  people,  although  with  a  good 
taste,  that  was  national,  they   sang  out   of  exquisite 
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little  duodecimos  in  calf  or  morocco  gilt.  The  genuine 
devotional  character  of  the  French  Psalm-book  is 
evidenced  by  the  fact  that  the  austere  Calvin  adopted 
it,  adding  to  it  the  Genevan  Confession  of  Faith  ;  and 
its  reforming  tendency  is  shown  by  its  being  promptly 
added  to  the  List  of  Heretical  Books  forbidden  by 
the  Church  of  Rome.  Some  other  metrical  versions 
in  French  have  been  published,  notably  those  by 
Phillippe  des  Portes  and  A.  Godeau  ;  but  no  French 
library  can  show  editions  of  the  metrical  Psalms 
spreading  over  the  centuries  as  in  the  British  Museum 
and  Bodleian  Libraries,  for  the  Revocation  of  the 
Edict  of  Nantes,  in  banishing  the  Huguenots,  hushed 
the  voices  of  the  French  Psalm-singers  until  long 
after  the  great  Revolution. 

As  in  France,  the  English  metrical  Psalter  had  a 
similar  court  origin.  Thomas  Sternhold  was  a  Gentle- 
man of  the  Privy  Chamber  to  Edward  VI.,  as  Clement 
Marot  was  a  Valet  of  the  Bedchamber  to  Francis  I. 
Sir  Philip  Sidney,  to  whom  Ruskin  gives  a  leading 
place  as  a  Psalm-writer,  was  a  courtier  of  Queen 
Elizabeth.  Sir  Thomas  Wyatt  translated  several  of 
the  Psalms  into  English  metre,  published  in  1549 — 
the  same  date  as  appears  on  the  first  entire  metrical 
version  printed  by  Crowley.  The  Earl  of  Surrey, 
another  courtier  of  Henry  VIII.,  not  only  wrote  a 
sonnet  in  praise  of  Wyatt's  verses,  but  contributed 
other  Psalms  in  rhyme  himself.  Alexander  Mont- 
gomerie,  perhaps  the  best  of  the  earlier  Psalm-versi- 
fiers, was  a  Captain  of  the  Body-Guard  to  the  Regent 
Morton,  during  the  minority  of  James  VI.  of  Scotland. 
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That  the  metrical  Psalters  first  began  to  be  used  in 
palaces  of  princes  is  an  evidence  of  the  widespreading 
influence  of  the  Reformation,  rather  than  that  of  a 
fleeting  fashion  in  court  circles. 

The  English  metrical  Psalm  was  also  an  outcome 
of  the  early  practice  of  popularizing  almost  every 
literary  production  by  rhyming.  It  commenced  in  the 
reign  of  Henry  II.,  when  a  paraphrase  of  the  Gospel 
histories  appeared  in  a  kind  of  tetrameter  iambic 
verse  of  fifteen  syllables,  with  a  moral  poem  upon 
Old  Age  in  a  similar  metre ;  the  syllables  broken 
into  two,  the  first  line  containing  eight  and  the  second 
seven,  each  alternate  line  rhyming.  The  minstrels 
had  already  begun  to  accustom  the  ear  of  the  people 
to  rhyme  by  using  it  in  their  romances  ;  so  that  if  the 
poet  or  the  moralist  wished  to  reach  the  multitude, 
history  and  philosophy  were  taught  in  jingling 
rhymes  and  simple  though  imperfect  metres.  Chaucer 
first  elevated  the  practice  into  something  deserving 
the  name  of  poetry.  The  proverbs  in  use  were,  even 
in  his  day,  almost  always  in  rhyme.  Contemporane- 
ously with  the  first  editions  of  Sternhold  and  Hopkins, 
Thomas  Tusser  published  his  "  Five  Hundred  Pointes 
of  Good  Husbandrie  "  in  rhyming  couplets,  in  which 
he  thus  paraphrased  the  simplest  article  of  religious 
belief  as  defined  by  St.  Augustine — 

"  Since  the  world  began  there  was  and  shall  be  still, 
Of  human  kinds  two  sundry  sorts,  th'one  good,  th'other 

ill; 
Which  till  the  judgment  day  shall  here  together  dwell, 
But  then  the  good  shall  up  to  heaven,  the  bad  shall  down 

to  hell/' 
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Dr.  Christopher  Tye,  organist  to  King  Edward  VI., 
published,  in  1553,  "The  Actes  of  the  Apostles  trans- 
lated into  English  Metre ; "  and  his  example  of 
Scripture-rhyming  seems  to  have  been  contagious, 
for  in  a  few  years  many  other  books  of  the  Old  and 
New  Testaments  were  similarly  treated — canticles, 
proverbs,  prophecies,  and  histories  alike.  Later  on, 
Dod  versified  an  Act  of  Parliament,  and  the  practice 
culminated  when  a  Mr.  John  Hopkins  clothed 
"  Paradise  Lost,"  thirty  years  after  it  was  first 
published,  in  a  common  metre,  for  the  commendable 
purpose  of  "  making  Mr.  Milton  plain."  George 
Buchanan  rhymed  the  Psalms  in  Latin  (for  whose 
convenience  perhaps  scholars  can  tell) ;  in  turn,  his 
Latin  verses  were  rhymed  into  English. 

As  the  poetry,  if  any,  of  the  metrical  Psalms  was 
subservient  to  the  rhyme,  it  is  hardly  fair  to  criticize 
the  early  metrical  versionists  from  the  standpoint  of 
our  advanced  literary  culture.  Dr.  Johnson,  the  prince 
of  critics,  declined  to  attempt  it.  "To  have  made 
men  sing  in  concert,  in  the  streets,  or  at  their  work, 
and  merry  or  sad,  on  all  occasions  to  tickle  the  cars 
with  rhyme  and  touch  the  heart  with  emotion,  was 
betraying  no  deficient  knowledge  of  human  nature."  * 

In  England  the  old  metrical  Psalter  is  a  thing  of 
the  past.  It  lingers  in  the  Presbyterian  Churches  ; 
but  even  among  them  there  are  signs  that  before  long 
the  common-metre  rhymes  of  the  oft-revised  1650 
version  of  Rous  will  give  way  to  the  chant  of  the 
literal  paraphrases.  North  of  the  Tweed  the  Rous 
*  Timperley's  "  Encyclopaedia  <>f  Literary  and  Biographical  Anecdote." 
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Psalter  still  holds  as  unchallenged  a  position  as  ever 
did  Sternhold  and  Hopkins  in  England.  Perhaps, 
instead  of  discontinuing  the  time-honoured  practice, 
the  kirks  of  Scotland  will  still  further  re-revise  Rous, 
as  the  Marquis  of  Lome  did  in  1877,  and  may 
eventually  produce  a  Psalter  which  will  satisfy  the 
critics,  and  finally  dispose  of  Dr.  Johnson's  dictum 
that  no  metrical  version  ever  deserved  other  praise 
than  that  of  "  meaning  well." 

Since  Mr.  Holland  compiled  his  volumes,  although 
a  considerable  number  of  new  metrical  versions  have 
appeared,  none  of  them  have  come  into  use  for 
congregational  purposes,  and  they  are  already  almost 
as  much  memories  of  the  past  as  Sternhold  and 
Hopkins,  and  Tate  and  Brady.  It  seems,  therefore, 
to  be  a  fitting  time  to  sum  up  the  history  of  the 
metrical  Psalter,  and  place  on  record  the  long  list  of 
whole  versions  from  Robert  Crowley,  1549,  to  Digby 
Wrangham,  1885. 

To  have  singled  out  all  the  contributors  to  metrical 
Psalm-literature  during  the  last  three  centuries  would 
have  been  an  interminable  task.  Their  name  is 
legion.  Queen  Elizabeth  composed  "two  little 
anthems,  or  things  in  metre,"  as  well  as  a  metrical 
version  of  the  thirteenth  Psalm,*  as  early  as  1548, 
when  Clement  Marot  was  writing  his  "  sanctes  chan- 
sonettes."  Since  then,  prince  and  peasant,  lay  and 
cleric,  have  produced  their  little  "  things  in  metre  " 
innumerable.  The  difficulty  would  be  to  find  among 
poetical  writers  on  religious  subjects  those  who  have

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not  at  one  time    or  other  tried  their   hands    at    the 
versification  of  a  Psalm  of  David. 

Even  as  regards  the  entire  versions,  a  still  further 
elimination  of  metrical  Psalters  might  have  been  made 
without  much  loss ;  for,  as  far  as  popular  use  is 
concerned,  the  versions  of  Sternhold,  Rous,  Tate  and 
Brady,  and  Watts  stand  out  so  far  in  advance  of  all 
competitors,  that  their  history  illustrates  the  whole 
subject  of  the  rise,  progress,  and  decline  of  metrical 
Psalm-singing  in  England.  A  proof  of  this  may  be 
seen  in  the  subjoined  table,  showing  the  number  of 
editions  of  some  of  the  metrical  Psalters  now  in  the 
British  Museum  Library,  and  the  periods  in  which 
they  were  issued  : —

Dr.  Cotton  enumerates  309  distinct  editions  before 
1700;  the  above  table  shows  355. 

For  the  sake  of  completeness,  however,  all  the 
versions  and  vcrsionists  have  been  described  in  their 
order  of  time.  The  full  titles  of  their  Psalters  are 
followed  by  the  first  verses  of  the  first  and  the 
twenty-third  Psalms,  and  accompanied  by  short 
biographical    or   other    notices.      Should    the    reader

compare  them,  he  will  probably  be  surprised  at  the 
ingenuity  with  which  more  than  a  hundred  versifiers 
have  contrived  to  differ  from  each  other,  while  for  the 
most  part  adhering  very  closely  to  the  Authorized 
Version  of  the  Bible.

CHAPTER  II. 

THE   STORY    OF   THE   PSALTERS. 

The  singing  of  metrical  Psalms  in  the  vulgar  tongue 
first  commenced  in  Scotland.  The  Wedderburns 
seem  to  have  translated  their  versions  from  the 
German  hymn-books — a  practice  adopted  by  Bishop 
Coverdalc,*  as  will  be  seen  in  the  comparison  of  a 
verse  in  Ps.  lxvii. — 

"  O  God,  be  mercifull  to  vs, 

And  send  to  vs  Thy  blessing ; 
Thy  face  shaw  vs  sa  glorious, 
And  be  euer  to  vs  luffing." 

(Wedderburn,  1578.) 

"  God  be  mercifull  vnto  us, 

And  send  over  us  His  blessynge  : 
Show  us  His  presence  glorious, 
And  be  ever  to  us  lovynge." 

(Coverdalc,  1583.) 

A  number  of  the  Wedderburn  Psalms  had  been 
translated  into  metre  before  the  year  1546.  George 
Wishart,  who  was  burnt  at  the  stake  for  heresy,  sang 

*   Mitchell's  "  Wedderburns  and  their  Work." 
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one  of  them  on  the  night  in  which  he  was  arrested. 
Foxe,  in  describing  the  martyrdom  of  Adam  Wallace, 
1550,  says,  "  He  passed  the  night  in  singing,  having 
learned  the  Psaulter  of  David  without  boke  to  his 
consolation."  These  songs  are  preserved  to  us  in  the 
"Dundee  Psalms,"  from  the  1578  edition  of  which  is 
the  following  from  Ps.  xxiii. : — 

"  The  Lord  God  is  my  Pastour  gude, 
Aboundantly  mee  for  to  feid ; 
Then  how  can  I  bee  destitute 
Of  ony  gude  thing  in  my  neid  ? 
He  feidis  me  in  fieldis  fair 
To  riuers  sweet,  pure,  and  preclair, 
He  dryuis'me  but  ony  dreid." 

We  have  no  evidence  that  Miles  Coverdale's 
Psalms  were  ever  publicly  used.  Only  one  copy  is 
known  to  exist — that  in  the  Library  of  Queen's 
College,  Oxford.  In  1539,  among  the  prohibited 
books  in  the  injunctions  issued  by  Henry  VIII.,  was 
Coverdale's  "  Ghostly  Psalmes  and  Spirituall  Songes 
drauen  out  of  the  Holy  Scripture,"  in  which  he  had 
versified  thirteen  of  the  Psalms.  "  Would  God,"  said 
the  bishop  in  his  preface,  "  that  our  minstrels  had 
none  other  thing  to  play  upon,  neither  our  carters 
and  ploughmen  other  things  to  whistle  upon,  save 
Psalms,  hymns,  and  such  godly  songs  as  David  is 
occupied  withal !  "     This  is  a  specimen  of  his  verse — 

"  At  the  ryvers  of  Babilon 

•   There  sat  we  down  ryght  hevely ; 
Even  whan  we  thought  upon  Sion, 
We  wept  together  sorofully. 
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For  we  were  in  soch  hevynes, 

That  we  forgat  al  our  merynes. 

And  lefte  of  all  oure  sporte  and  playe; 
On  the  willye  trees  that  were  thereby 
We  hanged  up  oure  harpes  truly, 

And  morned  sore  both  nyght  and  daye." 

The  first  complete  metrical  Psalter  had  gone  out  of 
memory  for  nearly  two  hundred  years  when  a  copy 
of  it  was  discovered  in  the  Library  of  Brazenose 
College,  Oxford.  Its  date  was  1549,  and  its  author, 
Robert  Crowley.  He  was  a  citizen  of  London,  after- 
wards Rector  of  Cripplegate,  in  the  ancient  church  of 
which  parish  he  lies  buried.  Previously  to  his  clerical 
career  he  had  been  known  as  a  man  of  parts  as  well  as 
a  man  of  business — a  printer,  bookseller,  and  occasion- 
ally a  preacher.  He  edited  the  "  Visions  of  Piers  the 
Ploughman,"  writing  of  it  that  "  there  is  no  manner 
of  vice  that  rcigneth  in  any  estate  of  men  which  he 
[the  author]  had  not  godly,  learnedly,  and  wittily  re- 
buked." The  moral  tone  which  Crowley  claimed  for 
"  Piers  Ploughman  "  was  characteristic  of  his  own  con- 
tributions to  the  literature  of  the  times.  His  teaching 
might  be  summed  up  in  the  title  of  one  of  his  own 
metrical  tracts — 

"  Pleasure  and  Payne,  Heaven  and  Hell, 
Remember  these  foure,  and  al  shall  be  well." 

We  can  readily  understand  how  welcome  an  addition 
he  became  to  the  clergy  when  Cranmer  undertook  the 
almost  hopeless  task  of  filling  the  parishes  of  the  land 
with  devout  and  competent  incumbents  in  place  of 
the    monks  and   priests    who   had   been   ejected   from 
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their  livings.  There  is  no  record  that  Crowley's 
Psalter  was  ever  employed  in  public  worship  ;  yet  the 
author's  memory  will  be  preserved  in  the  annals  of 
the  literature  of  his  country  as  the  first  Englishman 
who  versified  the  whole  of  the  Psalms  of  David  in  his 
native  tongue. 

Archbishop  Parker's  Psalter  (1557?),  privileged  but 
not  popular,  was  as  little  used  as  that  of  Crowley. 
It  seems  to  have  had  a  private  circulation.  Possibly 
the  reason  why  it  was  not  put  on  sale  was  that  Parker, 
on  his  elevation  to  the  see  of  Canterbury,  dis- 
countenanced metrical  Psalm-singing  as  savouring 
too  much  of  the  Puritanism  which  he  detested.  His 
verse,  however,  was  better  than  that  of  his  prede- 
cessor, as  may  be  seen  by  comparing  the  following 
lines  from  Ps.  xxxvi.  with  the  verses  of  Crowley 
quoted  in  the  description  of  the  versions  : — 

"  The  words  of  his  mouth  :  he  unrightfully  weighed, 
In  sleighty  deceit  :  he  they  craftily  lay'd  : 
Quite  ceased  he  hath  :  to  behave  him  aright ; 
Good  deed  for  to  do  :  hath  he  driv'n  from  his  sight. 
All  mischief  he  dreams  :  to  advise  in  his  bed, 
From  godly  deserts  :  hath  he  turned  his  head." 

Or  the  refrain  of  Ps.  lxxiii. — 

"  Yet  God  is  good  to  Israeli, 
to  them  of  perfect  hart : 
Though  wicked  men  :  have  here  the  sweete, 
and  good  men  feele  the  smart." 

The  next  versifier  of  the  Psalms  "  sang  the  rhymes 
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to  his  organ."  Simple  rhymes  to  simple  measures 
were  united,  and  "common  metre  "  took  the  place  it 
ever  after  retained  as  the  most  popular  method  of 
"  singing  of  the  Psalms." 

Thomas  Sternhold,  a  Gentleman  of  the  Privy 
Chamber,  1540-9,  whose  heart  had  been  touched 
by  the  influence  of  the  religious  revival  spreading 
throughout  the  country,  for  his  own  solace  at  first, 
translated  some  of  the  Psalms  of  David  into  English 
metre.  One  day,  while  "  singing  them  to  his  organ,"  * 
in  his  apartments  at  Whitehall,  absorbed  in  his  de- 
votional music,  a  delicate  boy,  who  had  not  attained 
his  twelfth  year,  approached  and  listened  with  interest 
and  delight.  Such  strains,  in  the  vulgar  tongue,  had 
never  been  heard  before — 

"  O  God,  my  Strength  and  Fortitude, 
Of  force  I  must  love  Thee  : 
Thou  art  my  Castle  and  Defence, 
In  my  necessitie." 

The  little  lad  was  the  precocious  Edward  VI.,  who 
was  not  satisfied  until  he  had  become  better  ac- 
quainted with  the  author  and  his  work.  In  the  early 
part  of  1 549,  not  long  before  the  death  of  Sternhold, 
thirty-seven  of  his  Psalms  were  published  by  Day, 
dedicated  to  "the  Most  noble  and  verteus  Kyng  of 
England,  Fraunce,  and  Irelande,  defendour  of  the 
Faith,  and  in  ycarth  of  the  churche  of  England,  and 
also  of  Irelande,  the  Supreme  Hed.M  The  pious 
author  added,  "Trusting  that   as  your  Grace  taketh 

*    Strype. 
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pleasure  to  hear  theim  song  sometimes  of  me,  so  ye 
will  also  delight  not  only  to  see  and  read  therein 
yourself,  but  also  to  commande  them  to  be  song  to 
you  of  others,  Thomas  Sternholde,  grome  of  His 
Maiesties  Robes,  wisheth  encrease  of  health,  honore, 
and  felicitie." 

Thus  to  Edward  VI.  belongs  the  honour  of  having 
first  authorized  a  part  of  the  metrical  Psalter  for 
public  use.  "  Your  Majesty,"  says  William  Baldwyn, 
in  his  dedication  of  the  metrical  version  of  the 
Canticles,  in  1549,  "hath  already  given  a  notable 
example  in  causying  the  Psalmes  in  fine  Englyshe 
meter,  by  your  godly  disposed  seruant  Thomas 
Sternholde,  to  be  song  openly  before  your  grace,  in 
the  hearynge  of  all  your  subjects." 

Metrical  Psalm-singing  at  once  became  popular  ; 
but  the  accession  of  Queen  Mary  put  an  end  for  a 
time  to  all  public  practice  of  it.  Before  Edward's 
death  the  "  Thirty-seven "  Psalter  had  been  suc- 
ceeded by  the  "  Forty-four,"  which  contained  seven 
added  Psalms  by  Hopkins.  In  1556  the  Psalter  had 
increased  to  the  Genevan  "  One  and  Fiftie,"  Whit- 
tingham  being  the  new  contributor.  It  was  this 
Psalter  that  was  used  in  the  church  of  St.  Antholine's, 
Watling  Street,  where  the  practice  of  congregational 
Psalm-singing  in  church  was  first  introduced,  "  the 
bell  beginning  to  ring  at  five,  when  a  Psalm  was  sung 
after  the  Genevan  fashion,  all  the  congregation,  men, 
women,  and  children,  singing  together."  Strype  adds, 
"  Immediately,  not  only  the  churches  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood, but  even  the  towns  far  distant,  began  to 

C 
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vie  with  each  other  in  the  practice.  You  may  now 
see  at  St.  Paul's  Cross,  after  the  service,  six  thousand 
persons,  old  and  young,  of  both  sexes,  all  singing 
together  and  praising  God." 

Queen  Elizabeth  had  not  acceded  to  the  throne 
more  than  twelve  months  when,  by  royal  injunction, 
a  new  and  entire  metrical  version  of  the  Psalms  was 
ordered  to  be  prepared.  In  an  early  register  of  the 
Stationers'  Company,  a  year  or  two  afterwards,  is  the 
following  receipt  :  "  Received  of  John  Daye  for  his 
lyccnce  for  pryntynge  the  resideue  of  the  Psalmes  not 
heretofore  prynted,  so  that  this  maketh  up  the  hole, 
iiijd."  This  "hole  "  version  was  completed  in  1 561-2, 
and  published  in  1564. 

In  addition  to  Sternhold  and  Hopkins,  who  be- 
tween them  contributed  100  Psalms  to  the  version, 
Whittingham  wrote  12,  Kethe  10,  Pullain  1,  Norton 
26,  Wisdom  1,  and  5  anonymous,  total  155  ;  five  of 
the  Psalms  being  duplicated. 

The  writers  who  completed  the  Sternhold  Psalter 
will  be  chiefly  remembered  for  their  connection  with 
the  time-honoured  version.  Not,  however,  on  account 
of  the  merit  of  their  performances  ;  for,  as  old  Thomas 
Kuller  said,  "They  were  men  whose  piety  was  better 
than  their  poetry,  and  they  had  drunk  more  of  Jordan 
than  of  Helicon." 

John  Hopkins  was  a  clergyman  and  school- 
master in  Suffolk,  and  is  supposed  to  have  been  a 
graduate  at  Oxford  in  1544.  Little  is  known  of 
him.  Here  is  a  verse  of  his  from  the  original 
edition — 
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"  Why  doost  withdrawe  Thy  hand  aback, 
And  hide  it  in  Thy  lappe  ? 
O  plucke  it  out,  and  be  not  slack 
To  give  Thy  foes  a  rappe  !  " 

William  Whittingham,  a  Puritan  divine,  was  edu- 
cated at  Oxford  about  1540,  and  afterwards  studied 
at  a  German  university.  He  was  first  heard  of  in 
connection  with  the  Protestants  at  Frankfort,  then  as 
minister  of  an  English  congregation  in  Geneva,  where 
he  married  Calvin's  sister,  and  wrote  the  Psalms 
added  to  the  1564  version.  He  was  Dean  of  Durham 
in  1563,  his  occupation  of  that  office  being  chiefly 
remarkable  for  his  encouragement  of  good  music  and 
his  violation  of  monuments.  He  died  on  the  10th 
of  June,  1579.  Here  is  the  doctrine  of  the  Trinity  in 
rhyme  from  his  versification  of  the  Athanasian  Creed — 

"  The  Father  God  is,  God  the  Son, 
God  Holy  Spirit  also, 
Yet  there  are  not  three  Gods  in  all, 
But  one  God,  and  no  mo." 

William  Kethe  "  made  to  run  in  rhyme "  the 
Psalms  that  are  attributed  to  him,  during  his  exile 
in  Geneva  in  Queen  Mary's  reign.  He  was  Chaplain 
to  the  Forces  under  the  Earl  of  Warwick  in  1563  and 
1569.*  About  1 561  he  was  settled  as  a  minister  in 
Warwickshire.  He  will  always  be  remembered  as 
the  author  of  the  hundredth  Psalm,  the  only  com- 
position in  the  Sternhold  and  Hopkins  Psalter  which 
is  still  generally  sung — 

"  All  people  that  on  earth  do  dwell." 

*  He  is  also  stated  to  have  been  Minister  of  Child  Ockford,  in 
Dorsetshire. 
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The  tune  to  which  it  was  set  is  also  one  of  the  few 
now  used  of  the  forty  tunes  that  were  attached  to  the 
original  Psalters.  The  "  Old  Hundredth  "  was  com- 
posed by  Guillaume  Franc,  doubtless  for  Marot  and 
Beza's  Psalter  ;  and  appears  in  the  Genevan  Psalter 
of  1 561,  a  copy  of  which  is  in  the  Library  of  St.  Paul's 
Cathedral. 

John  Pullain  was  senior  student  of  Christ  Church 
in  1 547,  then  thirty-three  years  of  age.  Queen  Eliza- 
beth appointed  him  to  the  archdeaconry  of  Colchester. 
He  died  in  1565. 

Thomas  Norton  was  born  at  Sharpenhoe,  in  Bed- 
fordshire. He  was  a  barrister-at-law.  Wood,  the 
historian,  calls  him  a  forward  and  busy  Calvinist. 

Robert  Wisdom  was  presented  by  Cranmer  to  the 
rectory  of  Stisted,  in  Essex,  afterwards  to  that  of 
Settrington,  in  Yorkshire.  Subsequently  he  became 
Archdeacon  of  Ely.  He  was  classed  among  Pre- 
cisians and  Puritans,  of  one  of  whom  Sir  Thomas 
Overbury,  who  had  no  liking  for  them,  said,  "  He 
conceives  his  prayer  in  the  kitchen,  rather  than  in 
the  Church,  and  is  of  so  good  discourse  that  he 
dares  challenge  the  Almighty  to  talk  with  him  ex- 
tempore. He  thinks  every  organist  is  in  a  state  of 
damnation,  and  had  rather  hear  one  of  Robert 
Wisdom's  Psalms  than  the  best  hymn  a  cherub  can 
sing." 

Few  works,  beside  the  Bible  and  Shakespeare,  have 
been  distinguished  by  a  demand  for  concordances. 
In  1694  appeared  a  Concordance  of  the  Stcrnhold 
Psalter,  giving  "  the  most  material  words  in  the  Book 
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of  Singing  Psalms  for  Parish  Clerks."  Until  1856 
the  old  paraphrase  was  the  only  version  which 
attained  the  like  honour,  when  a  "  Concordance  to 
the  Metrical  Psalms  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  "  was 
published. 

In  Charles  II.'s  time  Sternhold  was  printed  in 
shorthand.  In  the  British  Museum  Library  are  two 
curious  little  volumes  in  small  64mo  (a  half-dozen 
of  them  could  be  laid  on  the  palm  of  the  hand) — 

The  Whole  Book  of  Psalmes  in  Meeter,  according  to  that 
most  exact  and  compendious  Method  of  Short  Writing 
composed  by  Thomas  Shelton.  Sold  by  Tho. 
Cockerill  at  the  Three  Legs  and  Bible  in  the  Poultry. 

The  Whole  Book  of  Psalms  in  Metre,  according  to  the 
Art  of  Short  Writing  written  by  Jeremiah  Rich,  Author 
and  Teacher  of  the  said  Art.  London  :  sold  by 
Samuel  Botley,  over  against  Vintner's  Hall  in  Thames 
Street,  and  nowhere  els. 

Este,  Day,  and  Ravenscroft,  in  the  early  part  of 
the  seventeenth  century,  issued  Psalm  and  tune  books 
combined,  the  former  revisions  of  Sternhold,  which 
were  largely  used  in  the  churches.  Thomas  Ravens- 
croft's  (1621)  was  entitled — 

The  whole  Book  of  Psalmes,  with  the  Hymns  Evangelicall 
and  Songs  Spiritvall,  composed  into  4  parts  by  sundry 
Authors,  with  such  seuerall  tunes  as  haue  beene  and 
are  vsually  sung  in  England,  Scotland,  Wales,  Germany, 
Italy,  France,  and  the  Netherlands,  neuer  as  yet  before 
in  one  volume  published. 

Amonsr    the    musical    contributors    were    Thomas 
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Tallis  and  John  Milton,  the  father  of  the  great  poet. 
It  is  from  this  and  the  other  tune-books  and  Andro 
Hart's  Psalter  (Edinburgh,  1615),  that  the  old  tunes 
are  taken  which  are  still  sung  in  Protestant  countries. 
St.  David's  is  one  of  them  ;  Dundee,  French  and 
Martyrs  are  others. 

The  last  edition  of  Sternhold  and  Hopkins,  in  the 
Library  of  the  British  Museum  (1828),  is  the  Cam- 
bridge stereotype  edition.  It  is  bound  up  with  a  Tate 
and  Brady. 

In  1556  the  Wedderburn  Psalms  in  Scotland  were 
superseded  by  the  Sternhold  "  One  and  Fiftie,"  added 
to  the  Genevan  Form  of  Prayer.  Parts  of  the  con- 
tents of  the  "  buik  "  are  an  almanac,  a  calendar,  an 
epacte  (by  which  to  know  the  age  of  the  "  mune  "), 
the  dates  of  the  Scotch  fairs,  etc.  This  was  the 
"  Psalme  Buik  "  presented  to  Mary  Queen  of  Scots, 
with  "ane  Bybill,"  by  the  citizens  of  Edinburgh,  in 
1561.* 

Arrangements  seem  to  have  been  made  for  bringing 
out  the  first  Sternhold  Psalter  simultaneously  in  Lon- 
don and  Edinburgh.  In  December,  1561,  "the  Kirk 
lent  Robert  Lekprevick,  printer,  twa  hundreth  punds 
(Scotch  money)  to  help  buy  irons,  ink,  and  paper,  and 
to  fee  craftsmen  for  Printing  of  the  Psalmes."  It  was 
not,  however,  until  1 564  that  the  collection  afterwards 
called  the  "Old  Psalter"  was  completed.  Added  to 
the  Genevan  "  One  and  Fiftie  "  were  sixty-eight  from 
the  completed  version  of  Sternhold  and  I  [opkins,  with 
twenty-one  by  Pont  and  Craig,  making  up  the  number. 
*  McCrics'  "  Life  of  Knox." 
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The  following  shows  the  variations  between  an  English 
and  a  Scotch  edition  *: —

Other  Scotch  editions  followed.    The  earliest  in  the 
Library  of  the  British  Museum  is — 

1 602. — The  CL.  Psalmes  of  David  in  Meter,  with  the 
Prose.  For  the  use  of  the  Kirk  of  Scotland. — 
Middelburgh,  Imprinted  by  Richard  Schilders, 
Printer  to  the  States  of  Zeeland. 

That  of  161 5  bore  signs  of  considerable  revision.    The 
first  verse  of  the  twenty-third  Psalm  reads — 

"  The  Lord  is  onely  my  Support, 
And  hee  that  doeth  mee  feede  : 
How  can  I  then  lacke  aniething, 
Whereof  I  stand  in  neede  ?  " 

In    1634    Andro    Hart,    Edinburgh,    published    an 
edition,  followed  by  another  in  1635  by  his  "  Heires  ;  " 

*  Livingston's  "  Scottish  Metrical  Psalters." 
f  Five  duplicates. 
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and  Robert  Bry  son,  from  his  shop  at  "the  signe  of  the 
Jonah,"  issued  a  third  in  1641. 

In  1693  the  first  American  edition  of  Sternhold  and 
Hopkins  was  published  at  Cambridge,  Massachusetts. 

In  England,  from  the  first,  the  Sternhold  version  ran 
through  a  fire  of  adverse  criticism.  Almost  every 
scribbler  thought  he  could  improve  upon  it.  But  the 
few  who  tried  their  hands  at  a  metrical  version  failed 
to  produce  anything  more  satisfactory.  Lampooned 
by  wits,  Sternhold  bore  the  brunt  of  the  ridicule  of 
Psalm-singing.  A  century  after  its  publication  and 
the  adoption  of  Sternhold  and  Hopkins  in  public 
worship,  on  the  eve  of  the  glorious  Revolution  of  1688, 
a  Cavalier  poet  wrote — 

"  Singing  with  woful  noise, 
Like  a  crack'd  saints'  bell,  jarring  in  the  steeple, 
Tom  Sternhold's  wretched  prick-song  for  the  people."  * 

In  this  Victorian  era,  two  hundred  years  still  later 
on,  there  yet  lingers  among  the  older  of  our  hymnal 
collections  some  of  these  "  wretched  prick-songs  " — a 
sufficient  reply  to  the  irreverent  criticisms  of  an 
irreligious  age. 

Following  the  Sternhold  Psalms  appeared  the 
"  Seven  Sobs  of  a  Sorrowful  Soule,"  by  William 
Hunnis,  1585.  His  seven  penitential  Psalms  will 
be  chiefly  remembered  by  one  of  the  additional 
hymns  attached  to  them,  perhaps  the  first  metrical 
Evening  Hymn  composed  after  the  invention  of 
printing.

A  Meditation*  when  ye  go  to  Bed. 

"O  Lord  my  God,  I  wandred  haue, 

as  one  that  runs  astraie, 
And  haue  in  thought,  in  word,  in  deed, 

in  idlenes  and  plaie, 
Offended  sore  Thy  Maiestie, 

in  heaping  sine  to  sine ; 
And  yet  Thy  mercie  hath  me  spard, 

So  gratious  hast  Thou  bin. 
O  Lord,  my  faults  I  now  confesse, 

And  sorie  am  therefore, 
But  not  so  much  as  faine  I  would — 

O  Lord,  what  wilt  Thou  more  ?  " 

Hunnis  was  "  one  of  the  Gentlemen  of  hir  Maiesties 
honourable  Chapell,  and  Maister  of  the  Children  of 
the  same." 

Alexander  Montgomerie  was  a  Psalm-versifier.  It 
is  a  pity  that  he  did  not  attempt  an  entire  version. 
His  verses  are  vastly  superior,  with  the  exception  of 
Sidney,  to  the  rhymes  of  his  contemporaries  of  the 
sixteenth  century.  The  Psalms  of  the  Scottish  poet 
might  have  outlived  all  the  popular  Psalters  with 
their  awkward  rhymes  and  monotonous  measures. 
The  title  of  his  contribution  to  metrical  psalmody  is — 

The  Minde's  Melodie,  contayning  certayne  Psalmes  of  the 
Kinglie  Prophete  Dauid,  applyed  to  a  new  pleasant 
tune,  verie  comfortable  to  everie  one  that  is  rightlie 
acquainted  therewith.  Edinburgh  :  printed  be  Robert 
Charteris,  Printer  to  the  Kings  most  excellent  Maiestie, 
1605. 
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Compare  the  first  Psalm  in  this  collection  with  the 
specimens  given  later  on  of  the  various  metrical 
versions,  and  the  conclusion  is  obvious  that  the 
earlier  poet  has  not  been  excelled,  if  equalled — 

"  Blest  is  the  man 

Yea,  happie  than, 

By  grace  that  can 
Eschew  ill  counsell  and  the  godles  gates ; 

And  walks  not  in 

The  way  of  sin 

Nor  doth  begin 
To  sit  with  mockers  in  the  scornfull  sates ; 

But  in  Iehovaes  law 
Delites  aright 

And  studies  it  to  know 
Both  day  and  night. 

That  man  shall  bee 

Like  to  the  tree 
Fast  planted  by  the  running  river,  growes ; 

That  frute  doth  beare, 

In  tyme  of  yeare  ; 
Whose  leaf  shall  neuer  fade,  nor  rute  vnlouse." 

Another  sixteenth-century  versifier  of  the  Psalms 
was  Sir  Philip  Sidney,  courtier  and  soldier,  whose 
work  was  completed  by 

"Sidney's  sister,  Pembroke's  mother," 

and  remained  in  manuscript  until  the  year  1823, 
when  it  was  printed  by  the  Chiswick  Press.  Ruskin 
writes  that  there  is  more  poetry  in  the  seventh  stanza 
of  Sidney's  version  of  the  seventy-second  Psalm  than 
in  the  whole  edition  of  Tate  and  Brady — 
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Looke  how  the  woods,  where  interlaced  trees 
Spread  friendly  armes  each  other  to  embrace ; 
Joyne  at  the  head,  though  distant  at  the  knees, 
Waving  with  wind,  and  lording  on  the  place ; 

So  woods  of  corne 

By  mountaynes  borne 
Shall  on  their  shoulders  wave ; 

And  men  shall  passe 

The  numerous  grasse 
Such  store  each  town  shall  have."  * 


Among  the  heroes  of  the  Elizabethan  age,  who 
were  skilful  alike  in  the  arts  of  peace  and  war,  was 
William  Myddelton  {Canoldrev).  who  grieved  that 
his  beloved  Wales  was  hymnless  while  the  new-found 
song  of  praise  rose  from  thousands  of  English  and 
Scotch  worshippers.  He  was  the  elder  brother  of 
Sir  Hugh  Myddelton,  of  New  River  fame.  Shortly 
after  Captain  Myddelton's  return  from  the  Azores, 
where  the  English  fleet  had  failed  to  intercept  the 
Spanish  galleons,  he  wrote  the  "  Art  of  Welsh 
Poetry;"  and  two  years  subsequently  (1595),  off 
the  island  of  Scutum,  in  the  Wrest  Indies,  he  com- 
pleted a  metrical  version  of  the  Psalms,  translating 
from  the  Hebrew  into  Welsh,  and  "  keeping  as  near 
as  he  could  to  the  mind  of  the  Holy  Ghost."  Like 
those  of  Montgomerie  and  Sidney,  his  metres  were 
too  elaborate  "to  be  song  of  al  men,"  and  little  Wales 

*  "  Rock  Honeycomb."  Ruskin  adds,  "  '  Join  at  the  head  ' — Sidney 
thinks  over  the  words,  '  shall  shake  like  Libanus,'  till  he  imagines  the 
ears  of  corn  so  large  that  they  shall  touch,  and  close  up  together  as  the 
heads  of  the  trees  do." 
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had  to  wait  for  nearly  a  generation  before  the  metrical 
Psalm  became  part  of  its  public  worship. 

Ainsworth  (1612)  better  helped  "the  saints  in  the 
comfortable  use  of  the  exercise  "  by  his  almost  count- 
less annotations  than  by  the  facility  of  his  rhymes. 
The  version  was,  however,  frequently  used  by  the 
Puritans  in  their  services,  and  was  the  first  to  enter 
into  competition  with  Sternhold. 

Dod's  version  (1620)  received  scant  courtesy  from 
his  contemporaries.  Wither  wrote  savagely  of  it : 
"  Dod,  the  silkman's,  late  ridiculous  translation  of 
the  Psalms  was  by  authority  worthily  condemned 
to  the  fire."  His  Psalm-book,  nevertheless,  will 
always  attract  the  curious,  if  only  for  its  "Act  of 
Parliament  in  Metre " — a  work,  doubtless,  never 
attempted  before  or  since.  It  was  an  "  Act  en- 
joyning  a  Public  Thanksgiving  on  the  Fifth  of 
November." 

"  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by 

the  royall  maiestie 
Of  our  good  King,  and  by  his  Lords, 

divines  and  temporaltie — 
And  also  by  authorise 

of  this  whole  parl'ament 
Tli'  foresayd  poures  and  Commons  all 

assembled  nowe  present, 
That  all  and  singular  diuines 

in  Churches  Cathedrall, 
And  ministers  in  curie  Church 

which  is  parochial  : 
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Or  other  place,  that  is  for  vse 

of  prayer  knowne  by  name 
In  England's  Realme  or  within 

dominions  of  the  same, 
Shall  al  waves  on  the  fifth  day  of 

the  moneth  of  each  November, 
In  prayers  to  Almightie  God, 

give  praise  and  thanks  foreuer : 
For  this  most  wondrous  happinesse 

in  our  deliverance ; 
That  so  the  same  may  be  preseru'd 

in  due  rememberance." 

Edmund  Prys  (162 1)  published  a  complete  version 
in  a  simple  metre  that  could  be  sung  by  the  people. 
It  is  the  metrical  Psalter  of  Wales,  for  until  recent 
years  no  rival  version  appeared,  and  it  still  partially 
retains  its  hold  on  the  popular  affection.  The  Rev. 
H.  Elvet  Lewis  says  that  ever  since  the  Welsh 
Psalter  of  Prys  appeared,  it  has  been  one  of  the 
chief  treasures  of  Welsh  hymnology.  Many  a  simple 
verse,  rugged  and  massive  in  form,  has  been  taken 
up  in  great  assemblies  in  unison,  at  first  in  slow  and 
halting  tones,  gradually  rising  and  swelling,  till  at 
last  with  overwhelming  force  it  seemed  to  break  on 
the  shore  of  ten  thousand  souls  like  the  splendid  roar 
and  rush  of  a  mighty  sea.  This  Welsh  version,  up 
to  the  present  time,  has  had  a  longer  life  than  any 
other.  Sternhold  has  been  completed  about  250 
years,  Tate  and  Brady  140,  the  Scotch  version  now 
counts  240,  and  the  Welsh  270. 

The  Psalter  which  bears  the  name  of  King  James 
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(1631)  was  in  reality  the  "  Lord  of  Stirling's,"  as  it  was 
called  by  Zachary  Boyd.  William  Alexander,  born 
at  Menstrie,  in  1580,  was  a  young-  sonnet-writer  who 
attracted  the  notice  of  the  king,  and  being  attached 
to  the  court,  became  his  royal  master's  "  trustie  and 
well-beloved  coadjutor  "  in  a  new  versification  of  the 
Psalms.  After  the  accession  of  Charles  I.,  1626,  he 
was  commanded  by  that  monarch  "  to  consider  and 
revew  the  meeter  and  poesie  of  the  work  as  far  as 
it  had  progressed,  and  confer  with  the  original  text." 
Alexander  "  considered  and  revewed  "  the  verses  of 
the  pedantic  monarch  so  thoroughly  that  nothing 
of  King  James  was  left  to  be  "conferred  with  the 
original."  Possibly  the  reviewer  was  of  the  opinion 
of  George  Buchanan,  the  Latin  versifier  of  the  Psalms, 
who,  being  reproached  that,  when  James's  tutor,  he 
had  made  the  king  a  pedant,  replied  that  "it  was 
the  best  that  could  be  made  of  him." 

How  far  "our  late  deare  father"  was  the  author, 
as  claimed  by  his  son,  Charles  I.,  may  be  seen  by 
comparing  the  verses  of  the  1631  edition  with  his 
manuscript,  preserved  in  the  British  Museum.  About 
thirty  of  the  Psalms,  finished  or  unfinished,  are  all 
that  he  is  known  to  have  versified,  for  before  he  made 
further  progress — to  quote  the  words  of  the  Bishop  of 
London,  in  his  funeral  sermon  on  the  occasion  of  the 
death  of  the  king — "  God  called  him  to  sing  psalms 
with  the  angels  ;  " — let  us  devoutly  hope  in  better 
measures  than  he  employed  on  earth.  Here  is  the 
commencement  of  the  first  Psalm  in  the  manu- 
script— 
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tl  That  mortail  man  most  happie  is  and  blest 
Qho  in  the  wickedis  consalis  doth  not  walk  ; 
Nor  yet  in  sinneris  way  doth  stay  and  rest, 
Nor  sittis  in  seatis  of  skornfull  men  in  talk. 
But  contraire  fixis  his  delicht 

Into  iehouaise  law, 
And  in  his  law  both  day  and  nicht 
To  think  is  never  slaw." 

And  part  of  Ps.  xix. — 

"The  heauenis  of  michtie  godd  the  glorie  lett, 
And  of  His  handes  the  workes  spread  out  doth  shou. 
Even  so  the  nichtis  do  scyence  (?)  make  us  knou 
No  wordis  nor  kyndlie  speaches  from  them  flou ; 
Yet  without  this  thaire  uoyce  is  understand, 
Theare  beames  and  drauchtes  (?)  they  with  thaire  speaches 

sou 
Thruoch  all  the  earth  and  habitable  land." 

The  king  seems  to  have  been  satisfied  with  his  work 
as  far  as  he  had  proceeded  with  it,  if  that  meaning  is 
to  be  attached  to  a  note  on  the  page  containing  the 
first  Psalm  :  "Dimidum  facti  qui  beneccepit  Jiabet !  " 

Upon  the  appearance  of  the  royal  Psalter  in  Scot- 
land, a  zealous  Presbyterian,  probably  David  Calder- 
wood,  the  historian,  drew  up,  at  considerable  length, 
"  Reasons  against  the  Reception  of  King  James's 
Metaphrase  of  the  Psalms."  King  Charles,  however, 
was  "  fully  convinced  of  the  exactnesse,"  and  enjoined 
the  Privy  Council  of  Scotland  to  use  ano  other 
Psalmes  whatever."  But  when,  in  1636,  a  new  edition 
was  issued,  it  was  evident  that  the  objections  had 
taken  effect,  as  the  version  was  so  much  altered  that 


J- 
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it  bore  only  a  partial  resemblance  to  its  predecessor. 
This  new  edition  was  authorized  by  the  king  "  by 
open  proclamation  at  the  Market  Crossess  of  the 
Head  Burrows  of  this  our  Kingdome,"  and  being 
added  to  the  Prayer-book,  an  attempt  was  made  to 
force  it  upon  the  Church  of  Scotland.  An  irresistible 
opposition  was  offered  to  it,  however,  and,  in  the 
troubles  which  soon  overtook  the  king,  all  further 
efforts  to  introduce  it  were  finally  abandoned. 

George  Wither,  in  1632,  published  his  version.  It 
was  in  lyric  verse.  He  was  one  of  a  group  of 
nine  writers,  headed  by  James  I.  and  concluded  by 
Zachary  Boyd,  who  endeavoured  to  improve  upon 
the  Sternhold  and  Hopkins  version.  Day,  Este 
and  Ravenscroft  altered  many  of  the  most  rugged  of 
the  rhymes,  without  pleasing  the  critics  sufficiently. 
Hence  the  attempts  towards  an  entirely  new  versifi- 
cation. Wither  seems  to  have  published  his  first 
edition  with  some  perturbation  of  mind,  if  we  may 
judge  from  his  preface:  "If  I  have  pleased  my 
readers,  I  am  glad  ;  if  not,  yet  I  am  glad  ;  I  have 
honestly  endeavoured  it.  And  (being  assured  my 
labour  shall  not  all  be  lost)  I  will  sing  and  be  merry, 
by  my  selfe,  in  the  use  of  this  translation,  untill  others 
please  to  sing  it  with  me  ;  or  untill  a  more  exact 
version  shall  be  produced  and  allowed."  Poor 
Wither  commenced  as  a  Royalist  lawyer,  expanded 
into  a  major-general  under  the  Commonwealth,  and, 
after  the  Restoration,  spent  the  greater  part  of  the 
few  years  of  life  left  to  him  in  the  Marshalsea  and  the 
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Tower.  He  received  but  scant  courtesy  from  his 
contemporaries.  Getting  a  patent  for  his  Psalms 
from  Charles  I.,  the  Stationers'  Company  fought 
against  his  privilege  before  the  Council,  when  their 
Lordships  were  good  enough  to  "  damn  his  patent,"  as 
far  as  adding  his  Psalter  to  the  Bible  was  concerned. 
When  he  was  afterwards  taken  prisoner  during  the 
Civil  Wars  by  the  Cavaliers,  Sir  John  Denham,  him- 
self afterwards  to  be  enrolled  in  the  list  of  versifiers, 
desired  his  Majesty  not  to  hang  him,  "  because  that, 
as  long  as  Wither  lives,  I  shall  not  be  accounted  the 
worst  poet  in  England."  "  The  vice  of  Wither,"  said 
one  of  his  critics,  "  as  it  was  generally  of  the  literature 
of  his  age,  was  a  passion  for  ingenious  turns  and  un- 
expected conceits,  which  bear  the  same  relation  to 
beautiful  thoughts  that  plays  upon  words  do  to  true 
wit." 

George  Sandys  (1635)  was  a  poet,  "ingenious  and 
learned,"  said  Dryden,  u  the  best  versifier  of  a  former 
age."  Addison  acknowledged  the  benefit  he  received 
by  the  study  of  his  style.  His  version  was  "  set  to 
new  tunes  for  private  devotion,"  and  must  have 
been  a  solace  to  many  readers,  as  well  as  to  his 
royal  master  Charles  I.  when  he  was  a  prisoner  in 
Carisbrooke  Castle. 

The  Puritan  writer  of  the  Rotterdam  version  (1638) 
very  rightly  thought  that  the  following  and  other 
verses  in  the  Sternhold  collection  "  called  for  amend- 
ment :  "— 

D 
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"  Lord,  when  wilt  Thou  amend  this  geare  ? 
Why  dost  Thou  stay  and  pause  ? 
O  rid  my  soule,  my  only  deare, 
Out  of  these  Lions  clawes." 

(Ps.  xxxv.) 

"  O  God,  break  Thou  their  teeth  at  once 
Within  their  mouthes  throughout, 
The  tuskes  that  in  their  great  jawbones 
Like  Lions  whelpes  hang  out." 

He  claimed  for  his  version   a  "tolerable  smoothness," 
and  that  is  all  that  could  be  said  in  its  favour. 

Another  version  of  the  same  date,  "  conferred  with 
the  Hebrew  Veritie,"  will  be  chiefly  remembered  on 
account  of  the  disputes  concerning-  its  authorship.  It 
was  written  either  by  Richard  Brathwaite  or  Richard 
Burnaby.  Possibly  the  writer  was  not  anxious  to 
prove  himself  the  author  of  a  Psalter  commencing 
with  the  lines — 

"  Blest  is  the  man,  whose  walks  are  cleer 
From  wicked  counsells  aire." 

The  Bay  Psalm-book,  printed  in  America,  1640, 
was  hopelessly  bad.  Quotations  from  it  have  afforded 
amusement  to  almost  all  writers  on  metrical  psalmody. 
How  far  the  critics  were  justified  will  be  seen  by  the 
following  "plaine"  translations,  as  they  are  called  in 
the  preface  : — 

11  Like  as  the  hart  panting  doth  bray 
after  the  water  brooks, 
even  in  such  wise,  o  God,  my  soule 
after  Thee  panting  looks." 

(Ps.  xlii.  1.) 
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"  I  as  a  stranger  am  become 
unto  my  bretherren, 
and  am  an  aliant  unto 
my  mother's  childerren." 

(Ps.  lxix.  8.) 

;'  Prayse  yee  the  Lord,  o  to  the  Lord 
give  thanks  for  good  is  Hee  : 
for  His  mercy  continued  is 
to  perpetuitie." 

(Ps.  cvi.  i.) 

"  And  sayd,  He  would  them  waste  ;  had  not 
Moses  stood  (whom  He  chose) 
'fore  Him  i'th  breach  ;  to  turne  His  wrath 
lest  that  He  should  waste  those." 

(Ps.  cvi.  23.) 

The  Minister  of  St  Martin's,  Leicester,  Mr.  William 
Barton,  wrote  a  version  in  1644,  and  had  it  printed 
by  order  of  Parliament,  and  sold  "at  the  Brazen 
Serpent,  in  St.  Paul's  Church  Yard."  According  to 
the  testimonials  of  his  friends,  his  translations  are 
"  sweet,"  "  exact,"  "  apt,"  "  excellent,"  "  exquisite,"  and 
"  elaborate  ;  "  but  they  almost  immediately  came  into 
competition  with  the  famous  "  Mr.  Rous  his  Psalms," 
and,  after  a  struggle,  gallantly  maintained  by  Mr. 
Barton,  the  original  versifier  of  the  Scotch  Psalter  won 
the  victory.  Barton,  however,  always  claimed  that  the 
version  was  "  mostwhat  "  composed  out  of  "  mine 
and  Mr.  Rous's." 

Francis  Rous,  the  "old  illiterate  Jew  of  Eton,"  as  he 
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was  maliciously  called  by  the  Royalists,  was  the  next 
versifier.  In  1643  the  Assembly  of  Divines,  sitting  at 
Westminster,  were  desired  by  Parliament  to  consider 
the  subject  of  psalmody.  They  took  up  a  recent  ver- 
sion made  by  Francis  Rous,  read  it  over,  and  suggested 
sundry  amendments.  While  it  was  still  under  con- 
sideration, in  1644,  appeared  an  Ordinance  of  the 
Lords  and  Commons,  substituting  for  the  Book  of 
Common  Prayer  a  "  Directory  for  the  Publique 
Worship  of  God."  One  of  the  concluding  ordinances 
was  "  Of  Singing  of  P  salines : "  "  It  is  the  duty  of  Chris- 
tians to  praise  God  publiquely  by  singing  of  Psalmes 
in  the  Congregation,  and  also  privately  in  the  Family. 
In  singing  of  Psalmes,  the  voice  is  to  be  gravely  and 
humbly  ordered  :  but  the  chief  care  must  be  to  sing 
with  Understanding  and  with  Grace  in  the  heart, 
making  melody  unto  the  Lord.  That  the  whole  Con- 
gregation may  joyn  herein,  every  one  that  can  read  is 
to  have  a  Psalm-Book,  and  all  others  not  disabled  by 
age  or  otherwise  are  to  be  exhorted  to  learn  to  reade. 
But  for  the  present,  when  many  of  the  Congregation 
cannot  read,  it  is  convenient  that  the  Minister,  or 
some  other  fit  person  appointed  by  him  and  the  other 
ruling  officers,  doe  reade  the  Psalmes,  line  by  line, 
before  the  singing  thereof." 

The  Assembly  sent  up  the  amended  Rous  version 
to  the  House  of  Commons,  November  14,  1645, 
making  report  :  "  Whereas,  the  Honourable  House 
of  Commons,  by  an  Order  bearing  date  November 
20,  1643,  have  recommended  the  Psalms  published 
by  Mr.   Rous,  to  the  consideration  of  the  Assembly 
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of  Divines,  the  Assembly  has  caused  them  to  be 
carefully  perused,  and  as  they  are  now  altered  and 
amended  do  approve  them,  and  humbly  conceive  they 
may  be  useful  and  profitable  to  the  Church,  if  they 
may  be  permitted  to  be  publicly  sung." 

The  debates  in  Parliament  spread  over  two  or 
three  years,  and  great  opposition  to  the  decision  of 
the  Assembly  was  raised  in  the  House  of  Lords, 
caused  by  their  preference  for  the  version  of  Mr. 
Barton,  whose  Psalms  were  sent  to  the  House  of 
Commons,  backed  by  a  resolution  recommending 
their  consideration.  They  were  returned,  however, 
with  reasons  for  not  entertaining  the  proposition,  the 
chief  of  which  was  that  they  were  already  committed 
to  Mr.  Rous.  During  the  contentions  between  Lords 
and  Commons,  some  of  the  Scotch  delegates  in  the 
Assembly  of  Divines  recommended  the  adoption  of  the 
version  made  by  Mr.  Zachary  Boyd,  with  no  better 
success.  At  last,  on  April  16,  1646,  Mr.  Knightly 
carried  the  Psalms  to  the  Lords  for  concurrence,  when 
the  order  for  the  singing  of  "  Mr.  Rous  his  Psalms  " 
throughout  the  kingdom  of  England,  dominion  of 
Wales,  and  town  of  Berwick,  was  finally  consented  to. 

The  present  Scotch  Psalter  (1650)  is  the  revised 
version  of  the  Assembly  of  Divines  at  Westminster, 
which,  after  still  further  revision,  was  enjoined  to  be 
used  in  the  kirk  by  public  authority.  "  It  was  then," 
says  an  anonymous  writer,  "the  concurrent  judgment 
of  the  Churches,  that  nothing  ought  to  be  sung  in 
public  worship  but  those  Psalms,  Hymns,  and  Spiritual 
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Songs  which  God  has  provided  His  Church  with  in  the 
Inspired  Word."  That  judgment  has  prevailed  in  the 
Church  of  Scotland  long  after  hymnal  collections  had 
superseded  the  use  of  the  Psalters  in  England. 

Forty   eminent    and    representative    English    Non- 
conformist divines  subsequently  adopted  the  Scotch 
adaptation   of  Mr.   Rous,  as  they  thought   it  "  came 
nearer  to  the  original  of  any  that  they  had  seen,  and 
ran  with  such  a  fluent  sweetness  that  they  could  not 
but  recommend  it."     Undoubtedly  the  Scotch  is  one 
of  the  best  of  the  old  popular  versions.     With  all  its 
defects,  there  is  a  ring  about  it  which  we  do  not  find 
in  Tate  and  Brady,  and  a  smoothness  which  was  not 
a   characteristic  of   Sternhold    and    Hopkins.       It    is 
difficult    for    Englishmen    to    realize   how    much  the 
Rous  Psalter  entered  into  the  religious  and  social  life 
of  the  Scotch  people.     Wrherever  they  went  they  took 
their  psalm-book  with  them,  and  while  Tate  and  Brady 
was  slowly  vanishing  from  sleepy  parish  churches  in 
English  rural  districts,  the  sturdy  Presbyterian  might 
here  and  there  be  still  heard  shouting  his  Psalms  with 
as  great  vigour  as  ever.     Mrs.  Oliphant,  in  her  "  Life 
of  Irving,"  says,  "  Whenever  his  friends  and  followers 
sang  the  praises  of  God,  it  was  that  rugged  version 
of  the  Psalms  of  David  which  we  in  Scotland  know 
from  our  cradles,  and,  all  poetic  considerations  out  of 
the  question,  cherish  to  our  graves.      Those  rugged 
measures  by  turns  grand  in  their  simplicity,  by  turns 
harsh  and  unmelodious,  as  only  translated  lyrics  can 
be,  which  cheered  the  death-passion  of  the  Covenanter, 
and  which  Carlyle,  with  an  almost  fantastic  loyalty 
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(in  rebellion),  puts  in  the  mouths  of  his  mediaeval 
monks,  Irving,  in  actual  reality,  put  into  the  mouths  of 
his  English  followers." 

After  the  Restoration  and  the  ejectment  of  the  two 
thousand  ministers,  the  English  edition  of  Rous 
naturally  fell  into  disuse.  As  an  authorized  version, 
it  was  not  to  be  expected  that  the  restored  Church 
would  suffer  it  to  supersede  the  Sternhold  Psalter, 
hallowed  by  old  associations.  Even  the  Dissenters 
neglected  the  Rous  Psalter  in  its  English  form.  Psalm- 
singing  was  no  longer  universal.  In  the  early  days 
of  the  Commonwealth,  the  general  use  of  the 
metrical  Psalter  was  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  in 
1644,  at  a  grand  banquet  given  to  members  of  Parlia- 
ment in  Guildhall,  the  feast  was  ended  with  singing 
the  sixty-seventh  Psalm,  Dr.  Burgess  giving  it  out  a 
line  at  a  time.  In  17 10  the  practice  of  Psalm-singing 
had  so  far  gone  out  of  use  in  Nonconformist  Churches, 
that  it  is  stated  of  the  songless  Church,  meeting  in 
Devonshire  Square,  that  disputes  arose  about  congre- 
gational psalmody,  which  resulted  in  a  compromise. 
After  the  morning  service,  those  who  objected  to  the 
1  unchristian  infection "  retired,  and  they  who  re- 
mained joined  in  singing  one  or  more  appropriate 
hymns.* 

The   New    England    Psalm-book    (1650)    was    an 

American  version  of  Rous,  intended  to  take  the  place 

of    the    unsatisfactory    Bay    Psalm-book.       It     was 

largely  used  in  the  American  colonies  for  more  than 

*  Pike's  "Ancient  Meeting-Houses." 
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a  century  afterwards  ;  for  no  poet  appeared  who  could 
improve  upon  its  versification. 

Cotton  Mather's  blank-verse  Psalter,  in  the  early 
part  of  the  eighteenth  century,  was  inferior  even  to 
the  rhymes  of  Peter  Foulger  of  Nantucket,  the  grand- 
father of  Benjamin  Franklin.  The  Quaker  school- 
master thus  warned  the  rulers  in  his  country  not  to 
11  meddle  with  God's  worship  " — 

11  And  I  am  not  alone  herein  ;  there's  many  hundreds  more 
That  have  for  many  years  ago  spoke  much  upon  that  score. 
Indeed,  I  really  believe,  it's  not  your  business 
To  meddle  with  the  Church  of  God  in  matters  more  or 
less."  * 

Mr.  John  White,  the  "Patriarch  of  Dorchester," 
was  one  of  the  ministers  who  sat  in  Council  to  decide 
which  was  to  be  the  authorized  Commonwealth  Psalter. 
He  was  not  a  competitor  for  the  honour,  and  his 
prudence  will  be  commended  by  the  reader  when  his 
version  (1655)  is  examined  and  compared  with  Rous 
or  Barton. 

Dr.  Roberts,  a  Presbyterian  divine,  and  a  leading 
member  of  the  Assembly,  also  produced  a  Psalter  in 
1675,  and  failed  to  show  any  marked  improvement 
upon  his  predecessors. 

The  Bishop   of  Chichester's  (1651)  was    a   praise- 
worthy   attempt     to    get    rid    of   "the    unhandsome 
*  "The  Looking-Glass  for  the  Times.*' 
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expressions "  in  the  old  Psalters.  "  This  worthy 
bishop,"  says  Anthony  Wood,  "being  at  divine 
service  on  Sunday,  in  a  certain  church  (at  Langley, 
I  think,  in  Bucks.),  and  hearing  there  a  Psalm  sung 
whose  wretched  expression  quite  marred  the  penman's 
matter,  and  his  devotion,  he  did,  at  his  return  home 
that  very  evening,  try  whether,  from  the  version  of  our 
Bible,  he  could  not  easily  and  with  plainness,  suiting 
the  lowest  understanding,  deliver  it  from  that  garb, 
which  indeed  made  it  ridiculous.  From  one  and 
another  he  passed  on  until  the  whole  book  was  run 
through." 

Dr.  Woodford  (1667),  before  he  entered  into  holy 
orders,  was  a  prolific  writer,  who  at  one  time  proposed 
to  versify  the  first  chapter  of  the  Book  of  Genesis  as 
a  "  History  of  the  First  Great  Week  of  the  World." 
In  this  undertaking  he  says  he  expected  "great 
assistance  from  the  Royal  Society  "  !  He  does  not 
seem  to  have  had  any  scientific  assistance  in  his 
edition  of  the  Psalms  ;  but  they  were  of  sufficient 
merit  for  the  next  poet  on  our  list  to  consult  him 
in  connection  with  George  Buchanan  and  George 
Sandys. 

Sir  John  Denham  (1668?),  probably  bearing  in 
mind  his  savage  criticism  of  George  Wither,  wrote  a 
Psalter  which  was  not  published  until  long  after  his 
death.  He  was  better  entitled  to  the  praise  of  "  fluent 
sweetness  "  than  Francis  Rous.  Here  is  a  verse  from 
his  Ps.  cxlv. — 
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"  O  Lord  my  God,  my  songs  to  Thee 
Shall,  like  Thyself,  immortal  be  ! 
For  ever  I'll  Thy  praise  express, 

And  every  day  Thy  Name  will  bless." 

Miles  Smyth  (1668)  and  Richard  Goodridge  (1684) 
were  scandalized  by  the  defects  of  the  old  version. 
Smyth  blushed  to  think  how  the  metre  had  disguised 
so  eminent  a  portion  of  Holy  Writ,  and  Goodridge 
endeavoured  to  expunge  many  low  and  indecent 
expressions.  "  How  rude,"  said  he,  "  are  the  following  ! 
and  taken  from  amidst  the  manners  and  language  of 
the  street !  " — 

'•  Our  soul  in  God  hath  Joy  and  Game." 
"  There  !  there  !  this  Gear  goeth  trim." 

Goodridge  certainly  improved  upon  such  lines  as 
those  he  quoted,  but  not  more  than  Dr.  Ford  (1688), 
who  took  for  his  model  the  Stirling  translation  of 
King  James,  and  issued  his  Psalter  "  at  the  Three 
Pigeons,  over  against  the  Royal  Exchange." 

Dr.  Patrick  (1691)  wrote  his  version  with  such 
"  pious  skill "  that  Baxter  said  "  his  holy  affections 
and  harmony  hath  so  far  reconciled  the  Nonconformists 
that  diverse  of  them  use  his  Psalms  in  their  congrega- 
tions." 

Richard  Baxter  followed  (1692),  and  immediately 
preceded  Tate  and  Brady.  He  claimed  to  have  done 
that  which  no  man  had  ever  done  before  him.  By 
the  use  of  brackets,  his  Psalms  became  long  or  common 
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metre  at  discretion.  His  bracketed  version  has  an 
odd  look  in  the  present  day.  Thirty  years  before, 
Baxter  had  drawn  up  a  reformed  Liturgy.  Had  the 
Presbyterians  attained  the  supremacy  in  the  two  first 
years  of  the  reign  of  Charles  II.,  as  appeared  not 
unlikely  at  one  time,  instead  of  the  ejectment  of  the 
two  thousand,  the  parish  Churches  might  have 
echoed  with  Baxter's  Liturgy  and  Baxter's  Psalms, 
as  appointed  to  be  read  and  sung  by  royal  au- 
thority ! 

The  glorious  Revolution  of  1688  found  the  Church 
of  England  firmly  established,  and  the  would-be 
reviser  of  her  Liturgy  a  persecuted  Nonconformist. 
More  than  a  hundred  editions  of  Sternhold  and 
Hopkins  had  been  published  since  1650,  and  its  use 
was  well-nigh  universal  everywhere  out  of  Scotland. 
But  there  was  a  growing  desire  for  an  improved 
version  that  might  on  its  merits  fairly  be  entitled  to 
supersede  the  Elizabethan  Psalter. 

In  1696  the  version  of  Tate  and  Brady  appeared, 
which,  by  Order  in  Council,  was  allowed  and  per- 
mitted to  be  used  in  the  churches.  "  His  Majesty's 
most  obedient  servants,"  Nahum  Tate,  the  poet- 
laureate,  and  Dr.  Nicholas  Brady,  no  doubt  suc- 
ceeded in  improving  Sternhold  and  Hopkins.  Not 
more,  however,  than  some  other  versifiers.  During 
the  period  that  intervened  between  the  two  Psalters, 
many  writers  had  advanced  far  beyond  Sternhold  in 
poetic  feeling  and  smoothness  of  the  rhyme.  Com- 
pare the  first   verse  of  the  eighty-fourth   Psalm    of 
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Milton  and  Rous  with  those  of  Tate  and  Brady,  and 
the  latter  is  far  from  showing  any  superiority  : — 

"  How  lovely  are  Thy  dwellings  fair, 
O  Lord  of  Hosts ;  how  dear 
Thy  pleasant  tabernacles  are, 

Where  Thou  dost  dwell  so  near  ! 

"My  soul  doth  long,  and  almost  die 
Thy  courts,  O  Lord,  to  see  ; 
My  heart  and  flesh  aloud  do  cry, 
O  living  God,  for  Thee  ! " 

(Milton,  1 608-1 674.) 

"  How  lovely  is  Thy  dwelling-place, 
O  Lord  of  Hosts,  to  me  ! 
The  tabernacles  of  Thy  grace 
How  pleasant,  Lord,  they  be  ! 

"  My  thirsty  soul  longs  veh'mently, 
Yea,  faints  Thy  courts  to  see ; 
My  very  heart  and  flesh  cry  out, 
O  living  God,  for  Thee  !  " 

(Rous,  1579-1658.) 

"  O  God  of  Hosts,  the  mighty  Lord, 
How  lovely  is  the  place, 
AVhere  Thou,  enshrin'd  in  Glory,  shew'st 
The  brightness  of  Thy  face  ! 

"  My  longing  soul  faints  with  desire 
To  view  Thy  blest  abode  : 
My  panting  heart  and  flesh  cry  out 
For  Thee,  the  living  God  !  " 

(Tate  and  Brady,  1696.) 

The  new  version  failed  at  first  to  make  any  imprcs- 
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sion  upon  the  continued  use  of  the  old  familiar  rhymes. 
It  was  immediately  attacked  by  the  critics,  who 
accused  its  authors  of  "rebelling  against  King  David, 
and  murdering  his  Psalms."  Its  zealous  defenders 
had  to  engage  in  a  polemical  warfare.  "  A  True  Son 
of  the  Church  of  England,"  in  a  pamphlet  published 
in  1698,  alluding  to  the  charge  that  the  sense  was 
frequently  sacrificed  to  the  exigencies  of  the  rhyme, 
wrote,  "  Cavillers  and  objectors  say  that  these  New 
Psalms  are  too  Poetical  (?),  and  yet  I  am  certain  that 
none  of  them  are  more  poetical  than  the  original,  or 
have  bolder  Expressions  or  more  lofty  and  exalted 
Metaphors,  or  more  lively  Flights  of  Fancy,  than 
those  of  David."  A  less  flattering  defence  was  that 
the  version,  "  though  not  excellent,  was  not  in- 
tolerable." 

Only  two  or  three  of  Tate  and  Brady's  Psalms 
survive  in  our  popular  hymnal  collections  ;  but  pos- 
sibly one  verse,  wedded  to  Spohr's  music,  is  likely  to 
be  immortal — 

"  As  pants  the  hart  for  cooling  streams, 
When  heated  in  the  chace ; 
So  longs  my  soul,  O  God,  for  Thee, 
And  Thy  refreshing  grace." 

The  version  never  even  succeeded  in  entirely  sup- 
planting that  of  Sternhold  and  Hopkins.  The 
nineteenth  century  was  nearly  reached  before  the 
former  distanced  its  competitor  ;  and  not  long  after 
both  became  reminiscences  of  the  past. 

Like   Sternhold   and    Rous,  the  Tate  and    Brady

version  was  subject  to  much  revision.*  In  fact,  some 
of  the  Psalms  were  versified  by  other  authors.  This 
will  account  for  the  Tate  and  Brady  first  psalm,  as 
familiarly  known,  being  different  to  that  of  the  original 
and  suppressed  edition.  The  "  scoffing  crew  "  in  the 
1696  Psalm-book  was  eliminated  in  the  lines — 

"  How  blest  is  he  who  ne'er  consents 
By  ill  advice  to  walk ; 
Nor  stand  in  sinners'  ways,  nor  sits 
Where  men  profanely  talk." 

This  verse  has  become  historical  in  the  well-known 
anecdote  of  Lord  Palmerston  and  Wilberforce,  then 
Bishop  of  Oxford.  They  were  staying  in  a  country 
house  one  Sunday,  when  the  bishop  elected  to  walk 
to  church.  It  came  on  to  rain,  and  as  Palmerston 
passed  him  in  the  carriage,  a  shout  was  heard,  "  How 
blest  the  man  who  ne'er  consents,  by  ill  advice  to 
walk ! "  Always  ready  with  a  repartee,  the  bishop 
promptly  responded,  "  Nor  sits  where  men  profanely 
talk." 

Possibly  the  Tate  and  Brady  version  has  suggested 
more  humorous  quotation  than  even  Sternhold  and 
Hopkins,  and  the  Bay  Psalm-book.  A  reading-party 
of  Oxford  men,  as  late  as  thirty  years  since,  with 
vivid  recollections  of  a  party  of  old  dowagers,  who 
used  to  spend  their  time  in  discussing  their  neigh- 
bours, were  nearly  convulsed  as  they  listened  in 
Dolgelly  parish  church  to  the  singing  of  Ps.  xli.  6 — 

*  The  late  Provost  of  Eton,  Dr.  I  law  trey,  used  to  say  that  he  had 
heard  in  his  youth  that  Dryden  revised  Tate  and  Brady,  and  that  to 
him  are  due  the  few  poetic  touches. 
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"  Suppose  they  formal  visits  make, 
'Tis  all  but  empty  show  ; 
They  gather  mischief  in  their  hearts, 
And  vent  it  where  they  go." 

Was  it  inexcusable,  when  two  friends  were  listening 
to  an  illogical  sermon,  for  one  of  them  to  pass  his 
Psalter  to  the  other,  marked  against  Ps.  xlix.  13  ? — 

"  How  great  their  folly  is,  who  thus 
Absurd  conclusions  make  ! 
And  yet  their  children,  unreclaim'd, 
Repeat  the  gross  mistake." 

That  "  Ancient  Presbyter  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land," Luke  Milbourne  (1698),  quickly  followed  upon 
Tate  and  Brady,  and  was  the  last  versifier  of  the 
seventeenth  century.  It  was  of  him  that  Pope  wrote, 
"  Dulness  is  sacred  in  a  sound  divine."  But  the 
critics  never  treated  fairly  the  metrical  translators  of 
the  Psalms. 

If  Pope  satirized  Milbourne,  Swift's  ridicule  of  Daniel 
Burgess  (17 14)  was  yet  more  bitter.  The  popular 
Nonconformist  minister  was  accused  of  mixing  up 
with  his  oratory  "unction  with  incoherence  and 
ribaldry."  His  Psalms  fared  little  better  with  some 
of  his  reviewers,  if  we  may  judge  from  the  allu- 
sion in  Billingsley's  preface  to  "  little  impertinent 
criticisms." 

Sir  Richard  Blackmore  (1721)  improved  the  versi- 
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fication  of  the  English  Psalter.  As  a  literary  pro- 
duction, his  version  possessed  considerable  merit, 
although  it  did  not  escape  the  satire  of  the  wits  of 
the  period.     Pope,  in  the  "  Dunciad,"  wrote — 

"  But  far  o'er  all,  sonorous  Blackmore's  strain  ; 
Walls,  steeples,  skies,  bray  back  to  him  again. 

All  hail  him  victor  in  both  gifts  of  song, 
Who  sings  so  loudly  and  who  sings  so  long." 

In  1 7 19  the  Dissenters  recovered  their  capacity  for 
Psalm-singing  in  the  "  Imitation  of  the  Psalms  in  the 
Language  of  the  New  Testament,"  by  Dr.  Isaac  Watts. 
Its  poetical  diffuseness  gave  a  new  appearance  to 
the  Book  of  Praises.  The  Psalms  became  hymns,  and 
not  mere  rhyming  paraphrases  of  the  Hebrew  poets. 
What  they  lost  in  literalness  they  gained  in  fervour. 
It  soon  became  apparent  that  the  days  of  the  old 
"  closely-fitting  "  Psalms  were  numbered,  and  that  the 
effort  in  future  would  be  to  produce  the  Psalms 
"  newly  dressed."  To  use  his  own  language,  Watts 
was  the  first  who  "brought  down  the  royal  author 
into  the  common  affairs  of  the  Christian  life,  and  led 
the  Psalmist  of  Israel  into  the  Church  of  Christ  with- 
out anything  of  a  Jew  about  him."  He  accomplished 
his  object,  however,  by  completely  changing  the 
character  of  the  Psalms.  "  Watts  was  almost  the 
inventor  of  hymns  in  our  language,"  wrote  James 
Montgomery. 

It    is    remarkable    how    instantly    Watts's    songs 
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gained  the  ear  of  the  people.  Pike  says  that  four 
thousand  copies  of  Watts's  Psalms  were  sold  in 
the  first  year  of  its  production  ;  and  when  he  joined 
his  collection  of  hymns  with  it,  the  "circulation  of 
these  sacred  pieces  far  exceeded  the  bounds  of  human 
comprehension."  The  same  writer  adds,  in  another 
place,  that  Watts's  "  Poems  for  Children  "  were  even 
more  popular,  and  were  "  dispersed  by  millions."  In 
fact,  no  "  closely  fitting "  metrical  translation  of  the 
Psalms  could  ever  reach  the  height  of  the  fresh 
inspiration  of  a  Christian  poet.  What  verses  of  Stern- 
hold,  or  Rous,  or  Tate  and  Brady,  could  bear  com- 
parison with  such  hymns  as  "  When  I  survey  the 
wondrous  cross  "  ? 

Yet  Watts  did  not  escape  the  fierce  criticisms 
which  followed  after  all  other  Psalm-versifications. 
Bradbury  contemptuously  spoke  of  his  verses  as 
"  garblings,  manglings,  and  transformings  ;  "  and  was 
said  once  to  have  stopped  a  clerk  who  was  giving  out 
one  of  his  hymns,  with  "  Let  us  have  none  of  Mr. 
Watts's  whims." 

Many  of  the  subsequent  versionists  used  the  ex- 
ample of  liberty  set  them  by  Dr.  Watts  very  freely. 
David  was  sacrificed  to  doctrine,  rather  than  enlarged 
in  the  spirit  of  Christianity,  as  claimed  by  Kit  Smart. 
The  following  shows  what  a  wide  range  was  taken  by 
some  of  the  authors  : —

Translated  into  heroic  verse  in  as  liberal  a 
manner  as  rhyme  and  metre  would  allow. 

Put  evangelical  matter  in  the  place  of  expres- 
sions that  seem  to  be  contrary  to  Christ. 

Substituted  the  sacrifice  of  Christ  for  all 
allusions  to  "  brutal  sacrifices." 

Paraphrased  according  to  New  Testament  in- 
terpretation. 

Adapted  his  Psalter  to  Christian  worship  ac- 
cording to  the  doctrine  held  by  UniversalUts. 

Gave  a  connected  train  to  the  ideas  of  the  Psalm 
when  they  were  disjointed. 

Adapted  his  version  to  the  Christian  dispensa- 
tion. 

Made  the  Psalms  hymns  of  Christian  experience. 

Directed  the  mind  to  the  life,  death,  and 
resurrection  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Adapted  the  Psalms  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
gregational singing. 

Had  an  eye  to  the  beautiful  in  Church  music. 

Adapted  her  version  to  all  denominations  of 
Christians. 

Suited  it  to  general  parochial  psalmody. 

Rendered  the  Psalms  more  applicable  to 
parochial  psalmody. 

Rendered  his  Psalms  in  different  terms  from 
those  to  which  the  ear  of  the  many  had  been 
accustomed. 

Gave  more  connection  and  continuity  to  each 
composition. 

Gave  the  spirit  of  each  Psalm  in  such  a  com- 
pass as  the  public  taste  would  tolerate. 

Paraphrased  for  the  inmates  of  a  cottage. 

Trusted  that  Socinians,  Arians,  and  Arminians 
would  find  no  music  in  his  version  for  their 
falsehoods. 

Sought  to  develop  Christian  doctrines  in  strict 
accordance  wiih  those  maintained  by  the 
Established  Church. 


Some  of  these  versionists,  if  they  did  not  murder 
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the  Psalms  of  David,  took  very  great  liberties  with 
them.  The  "  Sweet  Singer  of  Israel  "  was  employed 
in  aid  of  Calvinist  and  Arminian,  Methodist  and 
Presbyterian,  with  a  recklessness  which  makes  the 
reader  of  the  present  day  stand  aghast  at  the  temerity 
of  the  rhymers.  Mr.  Irons  (1847),  m  his  metrical 
version,  clothes  his  hyper-Calvinism  in  the  language 
addressed  to  the  "  chosen  people,"  as  if  the  doctrine 
of  election  had  been  held  by  Moses,  and  had  found 
expounders  in  the  other  writers  of  the  Book  of 
Praises.  Winchester  made  David  tune  his  harp  to 
the  glorification  of  the  doctrine  of  the  "  final  restora- 
tion." W.  H.  B.  (1848)  made  the  Psalmist  develop 
Christian  doctrine  as  maintained  by  the  Established 
Church  ;  and  Miss  Patullo  instructed  him  to  sing  so 
as  not  to  offend  "  the  various  denominations." 

But  perhaps  the  most  remarkable  instance  of 
using  David  with  a  purpose  was  that  of  Maxwell 
(1773).  Full  of  the  prejudices  of  his  Church  against 
instrumental  music  being  employed  in  public  worship, 
he  tried  to  eliminate  or  explain  away  all  references  to 
the  subject  in  his  new  version.  How  he  succeeded 
will  be  seen  by  his  paraphrase  of  the  ninth  verse 
of  Ps.  cxliv.,  "  I  will  sing  a  new  song  unto  Thee, 
O  God  :  upon  a  psaltery  ...  of  ten  strings  will  I 
sing  praises  unto  Thee." 

"  I'll  sing  a  new  song  to  the  Lord 
With  my  whole  heart  and  tongue, 
By  me  His  works,  His  ways,  His  Word, 
Shall  cheerfully  be  sung." 

Also  Ps.  cxlix.  3,  "Let  them   praise    His    Name    in 
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the  dance  :  let  them  sing  praises  unto  Him  with  the 
timbrel  and  harp." 

"Let  them  their  Saviour's  glorious  Name 
With  praises  high  advance ; 
And  loud  His  mighty  power  proclaim 
Who  doth  their  joys  enhance." 

Finding  it  impossible  to  keep  out  the  instruments 
in  Ps.  cl,  he  ingeniously  lays  the  responsibility  of  his 
compelled  references  on  the  Jews.  Ps.  cl.  3-5,  "Praise 
Him  with  the  sound  of  the  trumpet  :  praise  Him  with 
the  psaltery  and  harp.  Praise  Him  with  the  timbrel 
and  dance  :  praise  Him  with  stringed  instruments 
and  the  pipe.  Praise  Him  upon  the  loud  cymbals  : 
praise  Him  upon  the  high-sounding  cymbals." 

"  As  did  with  instruments  the  Jews 
His  praises  high  proclaim ; 
Let  us  our  hearts  and  voices  use 
To  magnify  His  Name. 

"  As  they  with  timbrels  in  the  dance, 
And  instruments  well-strung, 
Prais'd  God,  let  us  His  praise  advance 
With  well-tun'd  heart  and  tongue. 

"  Like  cymbals  let  our  cheerful  tongues 
His  praises  sound  on  high  : 
And  let  our  sweet  harmonious  songs 
Transcend  the  lofty  sky." 

The  "Bard  of  Methodism,"  Charles  Wesley  (1740), 
kept  the  Jew  out  of  the  Psalms  as  successfully  as 
Dr.  Watts.  They  became  Methodist  songs.  John 
Wesley,  his  celebrated  brother,  with  an  entire  absence 
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of  any  false  modesty,  claimed  for  the  poetical  com- 
positions of  himself  and  his  prolific  coadjutor,  that 
in  them  "  there  are  no  doggerel,  nothing  put  in  to 
patch  up  the  rhyme  ;  no  feeble  expletives.  Here  is 
nothing  turgid  or  bombast,  on  the  one  hand  ;  or  low 
and  creeping  on  the  other.  Here  are  no  cant  ex- 
pressions, no  word  without  meaning.  Here  are  (allow 
me  to  say)  both  the  purity,  the  strength,  and  the 
elegance  of  the  English  language,  and  at  the  same 
time  the  utmost  simplicity  and  plainness  suited  to 
every  capacity."  * 

Poor  Kit  Smart  (1765),  unhappy  poet!  was  the 
only  one  of  the  versifiers  of  David  who  wrote  a  song 
to  him.  His  metrical  Psalter,  like  a  hundred  others, 
is  likely  never  to  be  read  except  by  the  curious  ;  yet, 
when  freed  from  the  necessity  either  of  closely  fitting 
his  rhymes  or  enlarging  them  in  a  Christian  spirit, 
and  addressing  himself  to  the  object  of  his  lifelong 
admiration,  he  rose  to  the  occasion,  and  produced  a 
poem  which  placed  him  in  the  front  rank  of  the 
writers  of  his  age.  It  seems  almost  incredible  that 
the  same  hand  that  composed  the  rhymes  of  the 
metrical  version,  inscribed,  with  a  key  upon  the 
wainscot  of  a  room  in  which  he  was  confined  as  a 
lunatic,  the  noble  "  Song  to  David,"  remarkable,  not 
only  for  its  intensity,  but  for  its  Miltonic  sublimity. 
Surely  the  Hebrew  poet  never  had  a  higher  tribute 
than  the  lines  in  reference  to  the  Psalmist's  antici- 
pation of  the  long-promised  Messiah.

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u  Glorious  the  sun  in  mid  career j 
Glorious  th'  assembled  fires  appear ; 
Glorious  the  comet's  train. 

Glorious  the  northern  lights  astream  ; 
Glorious  the  song,  when  God's  the  theme ; 
Glorious  the  thunder's  roar  j 

Glorious — more  glorious  is  the  crown 
Of  Him  that  brought  salvation  down, 

By  meekness,  called  Thy  Son  ; 
Thou  tft  stupendous  truth  bettered. 
And  now  the  matchless  deed's  achieved, 

Determined,  Dared,  and  Done." 

Till  the  end  of  the  century,  now  and  then  a  versifier 
still  attempted  the  old-fashioned  literal  Psalters. 
Mr.  Pike  (175 1 )  preferred  closeness  to  the  text  to 
the  rhyme;  Thomas  Prince  (1758),  taking  the  New- 
England  Psalm-book  as  a  model,  endeavoured  to 
find  a  nearer  approach  to  the  inspired  original  ; 
James  Merrick  (1765),  whose  Psalms  were  extensively 
used  in  Tattersall's  editions,  kept  as  rigidly  as  he  could 
to  the  text;  and  Boswell  (1786)  improved  the  metre 
of  the  Scotch  version  while  retaining  its  litcralness. 

Not  one  of  them,  however,  was  popular  in  a 
national  sense.  More  than  a  hundred  editions  of 
Sternhold  and  Hopkins  were  published  between  1750 
and  1800,  and  as  many  more  of  the  version  of  Tate 
and  Brady.  The  latter  reached  its  culminating  point 
in  the  first  half  of  the  next  century,  while  the  Stern- 
hold    sale    diminished    to    nothing,    anticipating    a 
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similar  extinction  of  Tate  and  Brady  by  compara- 
tively a  few  years. 

In  the  present  century  more  whole  versions  have 
been  produced  than  in  the  two  hundred  and  fifty  years 
which  preceded  it.  They  have  suffered  the  same  fate 
as  the  more  ancient  Psalters.  Hymnals  have  super- 
seded them  all.  Yet  not  a  few  of  the  recent  metrical 
paraphrases  leave  little  to  be  desired  as  translations 
faithfully  reproducing  the  sentiments  and  rhythm  of 
the  Hebrew  Psalter,  whilst  clothing  its  songs  in  more 
or  less  polished  English  verse. 

Some  of  the  most  painstaking  and  satisfactory 
versions  of  the  nineteenth  century  will  be  found  to 
be  by  American  writers.  Dr.  Allen  (1835)  gives  as 
many  as  six  original  versions  of  some  of  the  Psalms 
— a  metrical  feast  to  the  lover  of  the  Book  of  Praises. 
Professor  Abner  Jones  (1854)  renders  his  version  in 
various  measures,  divided  according  to  musical  ca- 
dences, the  responsive  lines  being  kept  unbroken. 
He  retains  the  original  compass  of  the  words  of  the 
prose  versions,  which  he  laboriously  calculates  in  his 
preface.     Here  is  his  comparison —

As  the  object  of  this  work,  however,  is  to  give  a 
history  of  metrical  Psalm-books,  and  not  a  criticism, 
the  reader  must  be  referred  to  the  details  of  the 
versions  for  a  closer  acquaintance. 
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No  one  has  succeeded  in  the  attempt  to  provide  a 
new  national  Psalm-book  to  take  the  place  vacated 
by  Sternhold  and  Hopkins,  and  Tate  and  Brady  ;  nor 
has  any  single  writer  ever  succeeded  in  making  his 
mark  on  each  of  the  hundred  and  fifty  Psalms  and 
anthems  which  constitute  the  collection  called  by  the 
name  of  King  David.  An  ideal  Psalter  would,  per- 
haps, be  a  selection  culled  from  the  best  versifiers  ;  * 
but  what  compiler,  or  number  of  compilers,  could 
satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  critics,  and  at  the 
same  time  overcome  the  prejudices  and  meet  the 
tastes  of  a  nation  ?  And  if  an  attempt  to  produce  a 
generally  accepted  selected  Psalter  were  successful, 
it  would,  after  all,  only  become  an  accessory  to  the 
hymn-book.  The  hymn  is  now  embedded  in  Chris- 
tian worship,  not  only  as  an  addition  to  the  ritual  of 
a  cathedral,  but  as  the  only  part  of  the  sendee,  in 
Churches  without  ritual,  in  which  minister  and  people 
can  unite  with  one  heart  and  one  voice.

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CHAPTER  III. 

THE   METRICAL   VERSIONS. 

The  following,  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  is  an 
exhaustive  list  of  those  who  are,  with  few  exceptions, 
versionists  of  the  whole  of  the  Psalms.  Lowndes 
mentions  versions  by  George  Scott,  Edinburgh,  and 
James  Neligan,  Dublin.  The  inquiries  for  them  have 
proved  fruitless.  Doubtless  some  metrical  whole  ver- 
sions have  escaped  notice,  and  it  may  also  be  thought 
that  if  Bishop  Hare's  and  the  Tingstadius  versions 
have  been  inserted,  others  of  a  similar  character  might 
have  been  placed  in  the  list,  notably  the  scholarly 
and  refined  paraphrase  of  the  Rev.  T.  K.  Cheyne,  D.D. 
The  Gaelic  versions  in  Scotland  and  the  Erse  version 
in  Ireland,  appear  to  be  translations  from  Rous.

ROBERT  CROWLEY.

Crowley  was  a  printer  and  bookseller  in  London, 
who  edited  and  published,  among  other  works,  the 
"  Visions  of  Pierce  Plowman."  During  the  reign  of 
Edward  VI.  he  exercised  the  gift  of  preaching.  He  was 
Fellow  of  Magdalene  College,  1542;  Prebendary  of 
St.  Paul's,  1558  ;  Rector  of  Cripplegate,  where  he  was 
buried.

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Archbishop  Parker,  born  1 504 ;  Fellow  of  Corpus 
Christi,  Oxford.  Chaplain  successively  to  Anne  Boleyn, 
Henry  VIII.  (1537),  and  Edward  VI.;  Dean  of 
Lincoln  (1552),  when  deprived  of  his  spiritualties  by 
Queen  Mary  ;  and  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  from 
1559  to  his  death  in  1575.  The  Bishop's  Bible  was 
published  under  his  direction  in  1568. 

Parker's  version  was  probably  printed  in  Holland, 
during  his  enforced  retirement  between  1533  and 
the  accession  of  Queen  Elizabeth.  It  must  have  been 
a  work  of  considerable  labour,  and  is  undoubtedly  one 
of  the  finest  productions  in  black  letter  of  the  typo- 
graphical art  of  the  period.  One  of  the  copies — a  few 
only  of  which  were  privately  distributed — is  in  the 
British  Museum.  The  Psalter  is  prefaced  by  a 
metrical  address  to  the  reader,  and  long  translations 
from  Athanasius,  Basilius,  Augustine,  and  Eusebius, 
on  the  use  of  the  Psalms. 

Each  of  the  Psalms  in  Parker's  Psalter  is  preceded 
by  a  collect,  and  followed  by  an  argument  or  homily  ; 
and,  at  the  end  of  the  book,  are  added  eight  tunes, 
the  "  meane,  contra,  tenor,  and  base,"  separately 
written,  with  the  following  quaint  description  of  the 
character  of  the  music  : — 

"  1.  The  first  is  meeke  :  devout  to  see, 

2.  The  second  sad  :  in  maiestie, 

3.  The  third  doth  rage  :  and  roughly  brayth, 

4.  The  fourth  cloth  frowne  :  and  flaitry  playth,

6.  The  sixth  bewayleth  :  it  weepeth  full  sore, 

7.  The  seventh  tredeth  stoute  :  in  forward  race, 

8.  The  eyghte  goeth  tnilde  :  in  modest  pace.1' 
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STERNHOLD  AND  HOPKINS.

Thomas  Sternhold  died  in  1549.  In  addition  to 
his  Psalms  he  also  wrote,  "  Certain  Chapters  of  the 
Proverbs  of  Solomon  drawn  into  Metre." 

The  Sternhold  version  had  the  merit  of  being 
simple  and  popular ;  yet  Warton  called  it  "  the  dis- 

F 
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grace  of  sacred  poetry ; "  and  a  later  writer,  who 
attempted  its  defence,  concluded  his  argument  by 
asserting  that  there  was  no  proof  that  it  did  any 
harm  :  "  that  it  ever  did  impede  devotion  has  not 
even  been  attempted  to  be  shown." 

Of  the  150  Psalms  in  this  version,  40  were  by 
Sternhold,  60  by  Hopkins,  12  by  Whittingham,  10 
by  Kethe,  1  by  Pullain,  and  26  by  Norton.

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George  Buchanan,  the  Scotch  historian,  born  1 506, 
died  1582,  translated  the  Psalms  into  metrical  Latin 
while  confined  in  a  monastery  in  Portugal,  by  the 
officers  of  the  Inquisition.  "  His  Latin  translation 
of  the  Psalms  shows  him  to  have  been  a  poet  of  a 
high  order ;  though  he  is,  perhaps,  more  remarkable 
for  the  harmony  of  versification  and  richness  of  style 
than  for  strength  of  imagination."  *  Mackenzie  says 
that  he  translated  his  Psalms  "with  such  inimitable 
sweetness  and  elegancy  that  his  version  will  be 
esteemed  as  long  as  the  world  endures,  or  men  have 
any  relish  for  poetry." 

The  accomplished  author  of  the  "  History  of  Scot- 
land "  was  appointed  by  the  Assembly  of  the  Scottish 
Xobility  preceptor  to  the  young  prince,  afterwards 
King  James  I.,  who  found  him  a  strict  master,  if  we 
may  rely  on  the  story,  too  coarse  for  quotation, 
founded  on  the  statement  that  the  prince  received 
from  him  once  at  least  a  severe  whipping.

Sidney,  nephew  of  Dudley,  Earl  of  Leicester,  soldier 
and  poet,  whom  the  Prince  of  Orange  judged  to  be 
"  one  of  the  ripest  and  greatest  councillors  in  Europe," 
was  born  in  1554,  knighted  in  1582,  and  slain  in  the 
battle  of  Zutphen,  1586.  His  sister,  the  Countess 
of  Pembroke,  also  translated  a  play  from  the  French 
called  "Antonius  ;  or,  The  Tragedy  of  Mark  Anthony, 
1575."  She  died  in  162 1.  Her  additions  to  the 
Psalms  do  not  reach  the  standard  of  her  brother's. 
The  metre  and  the  poetry,  however,  of  either  of  these 
Psalm-writers  could  never  have  become  as  popular 
as  the  simpler  although  coarser  rhymes  of  Sternhold 
and  Hopkins. 

Ruskin,  in  the  "  Rock  Honeycomb,"  says,  "  Never- 
theless, I  should  not  have  thought  it  necessary  to  add 
any  other  version  of  the  Psalms  to  the  accepted  one 
of  the  Prayer-book  for  use  in  St.  George's  Schools, 
had  not  these  paraphrases  of  Sir  Philip  contained 
many  illustrative  or  explanatory  passages,  making 
the  sense  of  the  original  more  clear,  while,  at  the 
same  time,  their  exquisitely  accurate  use  of  the 
English  language  renders  them,  on  the  whole,  the 
best  examples  known  for  the  early  guidance  of  its 
faithful  students."

Myddelton,  who  was  educated  at  the  university  of 
Oxford,  was  a  native  of  Gwenynog,  Denbighshire  ; 
served  in  the  army  under  Elizabeth,  afterwards  had 
a  command  in  a  ship  of  war ;  wrote  a  grammar,  and 
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the  "Art  of  Poetry,"  1593.  He  was  one  of  the  three 
captains  who  first  publicly  smoked  tobacco  in  the 
streets  of  London. 

"  His  version  is  more  skilful  than  useful.  The

Ainsworth  was  a  leader  among  the  Brownists  in 
Amsterdam,  where  he  died  in  1622  or  1623.

His 
motive  appears  in  his  statement,  "To  the  help, 
therefore,  of  the  saints  in  the  comfortable  use  of  this 
exercise  have  I  imployed  my  strength  in  this  work  ; 
and  shall  think  it  wel  bestowed,  if  it  may  serve  to 
God's  glory  and  the  good  of  His  people." 

Ainsworth  was  the  author  of  a  most  learned  com- 
mentary on  the  Five  Books  of  Moses  ;  a  master  of 
Oriental  languages  and  of  Jewish  antiquities.  He  was 
called  the  "  rabbi  of  his  age."  *

They  were  so  well 
received  by  his  friends  that  he  had  them  printed,  and 
it  pleased  "  our  dread  soveraignc "  to  privilege  the 
same  ;  and  then  he  was  requested  to  versify  the 
whole  in  simple  metre,  which  he  did,  and  after  wait- 
ing nearly  eighteen  years  for  "  some  godly  learned," 
whom  he  hoped  might  have  done  it  better,  he  finally 
printed  it.

Edmund  Prys  was  Archdeacon  of  Merioneth,  born 
at  Harlech  about  1541,  and  died  1624.  He  was 
educated  at  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  appointed 
archdeacon  in  1576,  and  a  Canon  of  St.  Asaph,  1602. 
A  man  of  scholarly  attainments,  he  had  an  intimate 
knowledge  of  Hebrew,  and  was  an  eminent  poet 
among  his  people.  A  great  number  of  his  composi- 
tions have  been  preserved,  mostly  in  manuscript.

George  Wither  was  one  of  Oliver  Cromwell's 
major-generals,  and  held  the  command  of  the  county 
of  Surrey.  After  the  Restoration,  he  was  long  a 
prisoner  in  Newgate  and  the  Tower.  Born  in  1588, 
he  died  on  the  2nd  of  May,  1667,  aged  seventy-eight. 
In  1619,  he  published  a  Preparation  to  the  Psalter, 
and  was  concerned  in  succeeding  years  in  what  may 
be  called  the  Battle  of  the  Psalters,  and  much  other 
controversy.  Wither  tried  to  supersede  the  use  of  the 
Sternhold  and  Hopkins  version  by  his  own,  and  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  a  patent  from  the  king,  one  of  the 
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stipulations  of  which  directed  that  his  version  should 
be  added  to  all  copies  of  the  Bible. 

He  entered  into  competition  with  the  contemporary- 
versions  of  Rous  and  Barton  when  the  Assembly 
of  Divines  at  Westminster  consulted  about  a  new 
Psalter;  but  Rous  held  the  field  with  the  Presbyterians 
and  others  in  England,  Scotland,  and  America,  the 
Sternhold  and  Hopkins  version  retaining  its  sole 
authority  in  the  churches  of  the  Establishment. 

Wither's  office  of  major-general  was  not  bestowed 
upon  him  on  account  of  any  military  education.  He 
was  a  lawyer,  and  was  taunted  by  his  opponents  with 
the  fact  when  he  was  advocating  the  claims  of  his 
new  Psalter  ;  being  accused  of  "  indecently  obtruding 
upon  the  divine  calling."  He  replied,  indignantly, 
"I  wonder  what  divine  calling  Hopkins  and  Sternhold 
had  more  than  I  have,  that  their  metrical  Psalms 
may  be  allowed  of,  rather  than  my  hymns.  Surely, 
if  to  have  been  groome  of  the  privie  chamber  were 
sufficient  to  qualify  them,  that  profession  which  I  am 
of,  may  as  well  fit  me  for  what  I  have  undertaken."

Sandys  was  born  in  1577,  at  Bishopsthorpe,  the 
palace  of  his  father,  the  Archbishop  of  York.

During  his  extensive  travels  he  occupied  for  a  time 
the  post  of  Treasurer  of  the  English  colony  of  Virginia, 
in  America,  where  he  translated  a  "  Metamorphis  "  of 
Ovid.  At  a  later  period  he  wrote  "  Christ's  Passion  ; 
a  Tragedy,"  and  rhymed  some  of  the  books  of  the 
Old  Testament. 

Richard  Baxter,  describing  a  visit  he  made  to  the

Supplies  my  wrant  of  good. 
In  pastures  green  He  makes  mee  lye,

Richard  Brathwaite — born  1588,  died  1673 — a  volu- 
minous writer,  was  at  one  time  Deputy-Lieutenant  of 
the  county  of  Westmoreland.  His  works  were  chiefly 
in  rhyme. 

Luke  Milbourne,  in  the  preface  to  his  own  Psalms, 
alludes  to  the  R.  B.  version  as  Mr.  Burnaby's  book.  This 
allusion,  and  another  in  an  old  copy  of  Milbourne  in  his 

G 
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possession,  where  there  is  a  manuscript  note  to  the 
same  effect,  strongly  convinces  Mr.  Taylor,  of  Peter- 
head, that  the  R.  B.  Psalm-book  is  by  Burnaby,  not 
Brathwaite.  Mr.  Holland  was  of  a  similar  opinion. 
But  Mr.  Hazlewood,  editor  of  "  Barnabee's  Journal," 
which  he  discovered  to  be  by  Richard  Brathwaite,  is 
confident  that  the  Psalms  are  by  the  same  author.  The 
Rev.  Thomas  Corser,  editor  of  "  Collectanea  Anglo 
Poetica,"  holds  the  same  view.

This  book  was  the  first  printed  in  North  America. 
It  was  versified  under  the  supervision  of  the  Rev. 
Richard  Mather  of  Dorchester,  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Weld,   and   the    Rev.   John    Eliot  of  Roxbury  ;    and 
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was  published  at  Cambridge,  New  England,  by  Mr. 
Stephen  Dave. 

The  preface  states,  M  If  therefore  the  verses  are  not 
ahvayes  so  smooth  and  elegant  as  some  may  desire 
and  expect,  let  them  consider  that  God's  Altar  needs 
not  our  pollishings  :  Ex.  20  ;  for  wee  have  respected 
rather  a  plaine  translation,  than  to  smooth  our  verses 
with  the  sweetnes  of  any  paraphrase." 

An  English  edition  was  printed  in  1647,  a  copy  of 
which  is  in  the  British  Museum  Library :  and  in  ten 
years  the  Bay  Psalm-book  passed  through  twenty- 
seven  editions. 

Mr.  Shepherd,  of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  noting  the 
"  different  genius "  of  the  writers  of  Roxbury  and 
Dorchester,  addressed  them — 

<;  You  Roxbury  poets,  keep  clear  of  the  crime 
Of  missing  to  give  us  very  good  rhyme. 
And  you  of  Dorchester,  your  verses  strengthen, 
And  with  the  text's  own  word  you  will  them  lengthen.'' 

The  Bodleian  Library  possesses  a  copy  of  this  very 
rare  book.  James  Lenox,  founder  of  the  Lenox 
Library,  New  York,  hunted  among  old  black-letter 
books  in  England  for  seven  years  before  his  persis- 
tence was  rewarded  by  finding  the  invaluable  volume 
in  a  bundle  of  black-letter  Psalm-books,  knocked 
down  to  him  at  a  book  sale  in  London  for  nineteen 
shillings.  He  afterwards  bought  a  complete  library 
for  £2000,  chiefly  to  obtain  another  Bay  Psalm- 
book.  This  second  copy  was  subsequently  sold 
for  £250.

"  Our  old  friend  Rouse,"  as  Carlyle  calls  him,  was 
a  younger  son  of  Sir  Anthony  Rous,  and  was  born  at 
Halton,  in  Cornwall,  in  1579.  He  was  M.P.  for  Truro 
in  the  Long  Parliament  ;  at  first  Chairman,  and  then 
Speaker  for  a  month  of  the  Barebones  Parliament  ; 
successively  a  member  of  Cromwell's  Council  and  his 
House  of  Lords  ;  and  a  lay  member  of  the  West- 
minster Assembly  of  Divines.  During  the  Common- 
wealth he  was  Provost  of  Eton.  The  origin  of  the 
derisive  title,  "  Illiterate  Jew  of  Eton,"  was  doubtless  in 
reference  to  Rous's  proposition  to  form  the  English 
Commonwealth  after  the  model  of  the  Jewish  theo- 
cracy. He  "  looked  upon  Cromwell  as  a  compound 
of  the  characters  of  Moses  and  Joshua."     How  little 
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the  term  "  illiterate "  was  deserved  is  seen  by  his 
antecedents.  He  took  a  B.A.  degree  at  Oxford, 
afterwards  studied  law,  and  then,  it  is  said,  took 
orders  and  preached.  He  was  "principal  trier  and 
approver  of  preachers."  In  1650  he  published  a  thick 
octavo,  "  Mella  Patrum,"  containing,  says  Chalmers, 
"  the  beauties  of  the  Fathers  of  the  first  three  cen- 
turies." His  writings  were  collected  in  a  folio 
printed  in  1657,  under  the  title  of  "The  Works  of 
Francis  Rous,  esq.  ;  or,  Treatises  and  Meditations 
dedicated  to  the  Saints,  and  tothe  Excellent  through- 
out the  three  nations." 

Rous  died  in  1658.  He  was  buried  with  great 
pomp  at  Eton,  and  a  standard  pennon,  and  other 
things  relating  to  a  baron,  were  erected  over  his 
grave  ;  but  these  were  taken  away  at  the  Restoration. 
His  portrait  is  still  preserved  in  the  Provost's  Lodge 
at  Eton. 

In  the  preface  Rous  states,  "  As  for  other  objections 
taken  from  the  difficulty  of  Ainsworth's  tunes,  and  the 
corruptions  in  our  common  Psalm-Books,  we  hope 
they  are  answered  in  the  new  edition  of  the  Psalmes, 
which  we  here  present  to  God  and  His  people."

Barton's  Psalter  has  a  dedication  in  rhyme  to  Sir 
John  Wollaston,  knight  and  alderman,  and  a  number 
of  poetical  testimonials  from  friends  complimenting 
his  translations  as  "  sweet,"  "  exact,"  "  apt,"  "  excel- 
lent," "exquisite,"  and  "elaborate."  They  take  the 
place,  apparently,  of  the  modern  practice  of  extracting 
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favourable  notices  of  the  press.  Alernative  versions  of 
a  number  of  stanzas  and  lines  are  added  at  the  end  of 
the  book,  "  that  the  judgment  of  the  intelligent  reader 
may  mend  the  rest  (if  any  change  be  needful)  by  his 
own  skill." 

Like  King  James's  versions,  those  of  Barton  dis- 
played an  amount  of  revision  that  deserved  to  be 
called  "re-writing."  These  are  the  verses  of  the  1644 
edition  in  Mr.  Taylor's  collection  : —

Barton  took  his  degree  of  B.A.  at  Oxford  in 
1633,  and  in  1656  was  Minister  of  St.  Martin's, 
Leicester.  The  living  of  Cadeby  was  given  to  him 
by  Cromwell,  and  he  was  one  of  the  ejected  ministers 
in  1662.  His  son  says  that  he  caused  his  new  trans- 
lation of  the  Psalms  to  be  published  in  1644  ;  the  im- 
pression being  speedily  exhausted.  Another  edition 
appeared  in  1645,  and  a  third  in  1654.  Within  a 
short  time  after  Barton  revised  his  last  work  for  the 
press,  "he  sickened,  and  upon  the-  14  day  of  May, 
1678,  it  pleased  God  to  call  him  out  of  this  life  to  I  lis 
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heavenly  Kingdom,  being  aged  about  74  or  75."  His 
amended  edition,  "  as  he  left  it  finished  in  his  life- 
time," was  printed  in  1682,  and  continued  to  be  re- 
printed until  1705.  He  also  published  "  Six  Centuries 
of  Hymns,"  reprinted  in  1688.

He  left  behind  him  seventeen  quarto  manuscript 
volumes,  among  which  were  the  Four  Evangels,  and 
many  incidents  of  Holy  Writ  in  rhyme.  "  He  put  his 
hand  to  the  work  of  the  Psalms  at  the  direction  of

Boyd  was  the  author  of  "  Zion's  Flowers  ;  or, 
Christian  Poems  for  Spiritual  Edification,"  commonly 
called  "Boyd's  Bible;"  also  "Last  Battell  of  the 
Soule  in  Death"  (1628).

Like  the  Scotch  Psalter,  the  New  England  Psalm- 
book  is  largely  a  revised  Rous  version.  In  1647 
President  Dunster,  of  Harvard  College,  assisted  by 
Mr.  Richard  Lyon  and  thirty  other  learned  and  pious 
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persons,  attempted  a  better  version  than  the  Bay 
Psalm-book.  After  three  years'  labour  the  new  Psalter 
was  completed,  and  came  into  general  use  in  America. 
A  copy  of  the  twenty-fourth  edition,  printed  at  Boston, 
New  England,  1737,  *s  m  the  Library  of  the  British 
Museum.  It  was  also  sung  in  many  English  congre- 
gations until  as  late  as  171 7.  "  It  went  through  fifty 
editions,  including  those  published  in  Europe."  *

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Bishop  King,  born  in  1591,  was  Chaplain  to 
James  I.,  Residentiary  of  St.  Paul's,  and  Canon  of 
Christ  Church.  He  took  his  doctor's  degree  in  1625, 
and  held  the  see  of  Chichester  from  1641  till  his 
death  in  1669. 

The  author  says,  in  his  introduction,  "  The  generall 
distast  taken  at  some  unhandsome  expressions  in  the 
Old  [versions]  which  bothe  disfigured  the  meaning  of 
the  Holy  Ghost,  and  reproached  our  English  Tongue 
(that  did  not  afford  a  decent  cloathing  to  preserve 
them  from  the  scorne  of  those  who  apprehended  any 
occasion  to  quarrell  us),  invited  me  to  try  in  some 
Few,  whither  they  might  not  in  the  plainest  dress  of 
language  be  freed  from  those  disparagements  of  the 
Text  which  gave  offence.  After  I  had  privately 
shewed  Those  (intended  no  farther  than  for  an  assay) 
persuasion  of  Friends,  who  had  power  to  command, 
made  me  (having  now  leisure  from  those  greater 
employments,  to  which  I  was  called  more  than  I  ever 
expected)  willing  to  run  through  the  rest."

Born  1574,  and 
died  1648.  His  version  was  not  published  until  after 
his  death,  as  he  did  not  wish  to  enter  into  com- 
petition with  other  versionists,  who  were  "  strugling 
which  of  them  should  get  the  Civil  sanction." 

The  preface  was  written  by  Stanley  Gower,  who 
writes  thus  of  White's  Psalms  :  "  Thus  to  sing  them 
in  good  meeter,  and  easie  Tunes,  shall  find  Vulgar 
quantities  and  Smooth  Verse,  without  harsh  synalae- 
phas,  as  in  some  other  versions.  No  New  Version, 
For  he  saitJi  the  old  is  better,  hath  not  well  drank 
of  either ;  for  the  old  prose  nccdeth  not  more  New- 
Translation,  then  in  many  places  doth  the  old  Meeter."

Woodford  was  born  in  1636,  died  in  1700.  He  was  a 
voluminous  writer,  and  at  one  time  proposed  to  versify 
the  first  chapter  of  the  Book  of  Genesis,  as  a  "  History 
of  the  First  Great  Week  of  the  World,"  in  which  he 
promised  himself  great  assistance  from  the  Royal 
Society.  After  his  principal  rhyming  works  were 
published,  Woodford  entered  into  holy  orders,  took 
the  degree  of  B.D.,  and  was  Rector  of  Hartley 
Malduith,  Hants,  and  Prebendary  of  Winchester. 

"After  versifying  the  civ.  Psalm,"  he  writes,  "I 
know  not  how,  on  a  suddain,  all  my  heart  was  laid, 
and  the  greatness  of  the  labour,  together  with  my 
own  insufficiency,  deterred  me  at  the  time  from  pro- 
ceeding any  further.  Hereupon  for  about  three  years 
the  design  slept  with  me,  till,  reading  over  with  a 
little  more  than  ordinary  intention  the  cxiv.  Psalm 
of  Mr.  Cowley's,  I  was  again  warm'd,  and  in  imitation 
of  him  I  was  resolved  once  more  to  try  how  well  or 
ill  I  could  write  after  so  excellent  a  copy." 

Anthony  Wood  describes  Woodford  as  "  a  violist."

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not  only  of  the  Divine  matter  they  contain,  but  of 
the  Sacred  Rapture  wherein  they  were  penned,  and 
the  sublime  Poetry  wherewith  they  were  set  out,  and 
adorned  by  the  Royal  and  Inspired  Prophet,  could 
not  but  blush  to  think,  how  that  Metre  in  which  our 
Parochial  Churches  usually  sing  them,  hath  disguised 
so  Eminent  a  part  of  the  Holy  Writ,  which  bears  a 
more  than  ordinary  stamp  of  that  ever-blessed  Spirit 
by  which  it  was  dictated  and  given.  This  gave  the 
Author  occasion  to  make  Essay,  whether  (without 
taking  the  advantages  of  an  unconfined  Fancy)  it 
might  not  be  easie  enough  (even  in  that  narrow  and 
low  kind  of  Verse)  to  make  them  speak  their  own 
genuinesense,  in  proper  and  smooth  English"  (Preface).

Preface  :  "  What  offence  is  generally  taken,  and  how 
justly,  at  our  English  Version  of  Davids  Psalms  into 
Mceter,  is  sufficiently  known.  Some  have  endeavoured 
to  make  it  more  tolerable  by  expunging  those  many 
low  and  indecent  Expressions,  and  putting  others  in 
their  Places  :  but  the  attempt  is  fruitless.  Wherefore, 
a  New  Version  is  doubtless  the  only  Expedient.  All 
should  humbly  present  the  utmost  they  are  able  to 
contribute  towards  the  copying  out  the  Beauty  of  the 
Divine  Original.  The  Reader  I  hope  will  believe  that 
I  present  them  out  of  Duty,  and  so  excite  those  of 
greater  Abilities  to  pursue  it  by  a  joynt  Endeavour. 
I  have  endeavour'd  to  avoid  all  obscurity,  that  it 
should  be  intelligible  to  all,  High  and  Low,  Rich  and 
Poor.  In  order  to  which  I  have  not  rendrcd  it 
litterally,  but  by  way  of  Paraphrase.  In  the  choice  of 
words  and  expressions,  I  have  taken  care  to  use  such 
as  may  be  intelligible  to  the  meanest.  It  seems 
expedient  that  (as  the  Original  it  self  has  given  the 
Example)  Paraphrase  should  be  in  Verse.

The  same  care  has  been  taken  to 
keep  close  to  the  Text,  that  its  own   proper  vigour  be 
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not  lost  in  too  wide  a  Paraphrase.  Doubtless  it  is 
not  lawful  for  any  one,  to  take,  leave  out,  or  add  what 
they  please  ;  but  adhering  firmly  to  the  Original,  to 
transcribe  the  whole  Truth  ;  to  raze  out  nothing  but 
the  Veil,  which  (as  to  us)  was  drawn  before  it.  I  have 
rejected  the  Verse  of  seven  feet,  as  being  worn  out  of 
use.  I  have  made  choice  of  the  Verse  of  four  or  of  five 
feet  (one  Psalm  excepted),  each  following  Verse  giving 
the  Rhime  to  the  preceding  ;  as  seeming  to  me,  more 
indifferent  to  be  either  Read  or  Sung  than  those  of 
shorter  and  unequal  lengths  ;  or  where  the  Rhime  is 
alternate  or  of  greater  distance  and  they  are  more 
proper  to  be  set  for  Church-Musick.  The  Verse  com- 
posed of  three  feet  will  be  too  moving,  and  the  Air  set 
to  it  will  be  too  light,  for  any  subject  which  is  in 
Dignity.  So  ought  we  to  sever  those  Airs,  which 
tend  to  Gayety  and  to  Rapture.  It  were  utterly 
needless  to  shew,  how  the  Psalms,  throughout  all  the 
Ages  of  Christianity,  have  been  an  express  part  of  the 
Forms  of  Devotion.

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Baxter  is  well  known  as  the  author  of  "  The  Saint's 
Everlasting  Rest,"  and  other  works.  He  was  parish 
minister  of  Kidderminster,  Chaplain  to  one  of 
Cromwell's  regiments,  and  subsequently  one  of  the 
Court  Chaplains  to  Charles  II.  That  monarch 
offered  to  him  the  see  of  Hereford.  After  the 
passing  of  the  Act  of  Uniformity  he  was  a  much- 
persecuted  and  imprisoned  Nonconformist  minister. 
His  views  have  been  called  "  Baxterian,"  a  mild  form 
of  Calvinism.  He  drew  up  a  reformed  Liturgy 
when  he  was  a  member  of  the  Savoy  Conference  for 
the  revision  of  the  Prayer-book.  He  was  born  in  1615, 
died  in  1691. 

Certain  words  in  his  lines  are  bracketed  as  capable 
of  being  omitted  or  retained,  that  his  Psalms  might 
be  sung  either  in  common  or  long  measures.  He 
claimed  to  be  the  inventor  of  the  plan.  "  His  poetic 
compositions  sometimes  lack  finish,  as  he  begrudged 
them  the  time  necessary  for  their  perfection,  but  they 
contain  some  fine  passages."  * 

"  I  have  in  the  end  showed  why  I  have  done  that 
which  no  man  ever  did  before  me,  to  fit  the  same 
Psalms  to  various  Tunes  and  Measures,  longer  and 
shorter,  specially  to  gratific  them  by  variety  that  are 
used  to  be  dull'd  with  customarincss  in  the  same,  and 
to  give  them  expository  notes  who  use  but  obscure 
abbreviation  and  conciseness  in  words,  and  I  hope 
the  Printer  will  make  so  visible  a  difference  in  the 
characters  that  the  additional  words  shall  stumble 
none  "  (Preface).

David,  in  English  Metre,  fitted  for  public  use ;  and  humbly 
praying  his  Majesty's  Royal  Allowance  that  the  Version  may 
be  used  in  such  congregations  as  may  think  fit  to  receive  it : 
His  Majesty,  taking  the  same  into  his  royal  consideration,  is 
pleased  to  order  in  Council,  That  the  said  New  Version  of 
the  Psalms  in  English  Metre,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
Allowed  and  Permitted  to  be  used  in  all  Churches,  Chapels, 
and  Congregations,  as  shall  think  fit  to  receive  the  same.

Dr.  Nahum  Tate  is  described  by  Jacob  as  "  a  man 
of  learning,  candour,  and  courteous  to  all.  He  had 
a  good  share  of  wit,  and  a  great  deal  of  modesty, 
which  prevented  his  making  his  fortune."  He  suc- 
ceeded Shadwell  as  poet-laureate,  was  the  author 
of  several  plays  which  were  frequently  acted  in  the 
last  two  decades  of  the  seventeenth  century,  and  died 
in  poverty  in  the  Mint  in  17 16. 

Dr.  Nicholas  Brady,  a  zealous  promoter  of  the 
Revolution  of  1688,  was  Vicar  of  Richmond,  Surrey, 
and  held  other  benefices.  His  Psalms  were  trans- 
lated at  the  Richmond  Vicarage.  Born  1659,  died 
in  1726. 

By  a  very  long  deed,  dated  December  3,  1696, 
Tate  and  Brady  entered  into  partnership  with  the 
Stationers'  Company  for  printing  the  new  version 
of  the  Psalms,  the  copyright  being  divided  into  three 
great  allotments  of  eighty  shares  each  ;  with  option 
of  purchase  by  any  one  or  more  of  the  shareholders. 
The  property,  however,  very  soon  after  vested  in  the 
Stationers'  Company. 

In  1703  the  Council  at  Hampton  Court  allowed 
and  permitted  a  supplement  to  Tate  and  Brady,  con- 
taining "the  Psalms  in  Particular  Measures,  Hymns, 
Gloria  Patria,  etc.  ;"  with  appropriate  tunes  attached. 
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Montgomery  thought  the  new  version  was  nearly

He  was  one  of  the  authors 
satirized  in  Pope's  "  Dunciad."  He  was  Rector  of 
St.  Ethelburga's,  Bishopsgate,  and  Lecturer  of  St. 
Leonard's,  Shoreditch.     Died  in  1720. 

Pope  said  of  his  verses,  "  Dulness  is  sacred  in  a 
sound  divine ; "  and  adds  that  "  when  Milbourne 
wrote   against    Mr.    Dryden's    'Virgil,'    he    did    him 
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justice   in    printing   at    the   same   time   his  own    in- 
tolerable translations." 

Milbourne's  preface  is  of  historical  value  from  the 
references  to  other  versions.  Mr.  W.  L.  Taylor,  who 
has  in  his  possession  a  copy  formerly  in  the  collection 
of  the  late  Dr.  Bliss,  says  that  it  contains  a  manu- 
script note :  "  In  Milbourne's  Preface  he  mentions 
Burnaby  and  May's  version — the  first  is  published." 
May's  version  must  have  been  seen  by  Milbourne  in 
manuscript  only.

The  Sacheverell  mob  gutted  the  meeting- 
house in  1 7 io,  and  made  a  bonfire  of  its  pulpit  and 
other  fittings.  Swift  ridiculed  his  oratory  as  "  mixing 
unction    with    incoherence   and   ribaldry."

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estimate  of  his  sermons  was  that  they  were  "  full  of 
epigram,  terse,  quaint,  clear,  and  never  meaningless 
or  dull." 

"A  truly  spiritual  Taste  will  keep  well-disposed 
minds  so  intent  to  the  Weight  and  Seriousness  of  the 
Matter,  as  not  to  leave  them  at  leisure  for  little 
impertinent  Criticisms  upon  the  Phrase  and  Dress;

Several  editions  of  Watts's  Psalms  were  approved  by 
the  Presbyterians  in  America,  and  were  published  in 
Philadelphia,  Charleston,  Troy,  and  elsewhere. 

"  It  is  true  that  David  has  left  us  a  richer  variety 
of  Holy  Songs  than  all  that  went  before  him,"  says 
Dr.  Watts  ;  "  but  rich  as  it  is,  'tis  still  far  short  of  the 
glorious  things  that  we  Christians  have  to  sing  before 
the  Lord.  I  could  never  persuade  myself  that  the 
best  way  to  raise  a  devout  frame  in  plain  Christians 
was  to  bring  a  King  or  a  Captain  into  the  Churches, 
and  let  him  lead  and  dictate  the  worship  in  his  own 
style  of  royalty  or  in  the  language  of  a  field  of  battle. 
Would  I  encourage  a  parish  clerk  to  stand  up  in  the 
midst  of  a  country  church,  and  bid  all  the  people 
join  with  his  words  and  say,  '  I  will  praise  Thee  upon 
a  psaltery;'  or,  '  I  will  open  my  dark  sayings  upon 
the  harp  '  ?  I  have  chosen  rather  to  imitate  than  to 
translate,  and  thus  to  compose  a  Psalm-Book  for 
Christians  after  the  manner  of  the  Jewish  Psalter." 

"  His  ear  was  well  tuned,  and  his  diction  was  ele- 
gant and  copious,  but  his  devotional  poetry  is,  like 
that    of   others,    unsatisfactory.      The   paucity   of   its 
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topics  enforces  perpetual  repetition,  and  the  sanctity 
of  the  matter  rejects  the  ornaments  of  figurative 
diction.  It  is  sufficient  for  Watts  to  have  done  better 
than  others  what  no  man  has  done  well  "  (Dr.  Johnson).

This  wish 
the  piety  of  Blackmore  led  him  to  gratify  ;  and  he 
produced  a  new  version  of  the  Psalms  of  David,  fitted 
for  the  tunes  used  in  churches  ;  which,  being  recom- 
mended by  the  archbishops  and  many  bishops, 
obtained  a  licence  for  its  admission  into  public 
worship ;  but  no  admission  has  yet  been  obtained, 
nor  has  it  any  right  to  come  where  Tate  and  Brady 
have  got  possession.  Blackmore's  name  must  be 
added  to  those  of  many  others  who,  by  the  same 
attempt,  have  obtained  only  the  praise  of  meaning 
well  "  (Dr.  Johnson). 

"The two  classical  poems  of  Blackmore  and  Milton 
('  Creation '  and  '  Paradise  Lost ')  are  more  to  be 
valued  than  all  the  poets,  both  of  the  Romans  and 
the  Greeks  put  together"  (Hon.  E.  Howard  :  1695). 

Dennis,  the  poet,  speaking  of  "  Creation,"  said  that 
it  "  equalled  that  of  Lucretius  in  the  beauty  of  its 
versification,  and  infinitely  surpassed  it  in  the  solidity 
and  strength  of  its  reasoning."

Want  shall  never  more  be  mine, 
In  a  pasture  fair  and  large 
He  shall  feed  His  happy  Charge." 

Merrick — born  1720,  died  1769 — was  the  author  of 
"  The  Camelion,"  and  "  The  Destruction  of  Troy," 
translated  into  English  metre  from  the  Greek  of  Try- 
phiodoros.  During  his  lifetime  he  tried  to  obtain 
the  royal  sanction,  and  failed;  but  in  1797  his  version 
was  formed  into  stanzas  by  W.  D.  Tattersall,  and 
introduced  in  1804,  under  the  sanction  of  the  king, 
into  the  parish  church  of  Weymouth.  Many  other 
Tattersall  editions  followed. 

Bishop  Lowth  said  that  Merrick  was  one  of  the 
best  of  men  and  most  eminent  of  scholars.  He  took 
orders  ;  but  his  delicate  health  prevented  him  from 
undertaking  parochial  w7ork.

Nor  does  he  recollect  that,  except 
in  one  or  two  instances,  he  has  borrowed  a  line  from 
any  author  ;  though,  doubtless,  his  memory  may  have 
unconsciously  furnished  him  with  a  few  lines  borrowed 
from  others.

"  One   version  of  each  Psalm   in  this  work  makes

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5338  lines  ;  one  version  of  each  by  Rouse  (Scottish 
Ch.)  makes  8340  lines  ;  one  of  each  by  Tate  and 
Brady  (Epis.  Ch.)  makes  8632  lines.  Dr.  Watts  com- 
posed upon  those  parts  of  the  Psalms  he  selected  to 
versify  about  9500  lines,  exceeding  by  272  the  com- 
pass of  the  present  volume,  which  embraces  286 
versions. 

"The  119th  Psalm  contains  352  lines,  which  are 
divided  by  the  Hebrew  alphabet  into  22  equal  parts 
of  16  lines  each.  In  the  present  work,  each  part  of 
16  lines  is  rendered  into  4  stanzas  containing  16  lines, 
as  found  in  the  original.  Rouse  rendered  each  part  of 
16  lines  into  6  stanzas  containing  24  lines,  increasing 
their  original  number  by  one-half;  Tate  and  Brady 
rendered  each  part  of  16  lines  into  8  stanzas,  contain- 
ing 32  lines,  doubling  their  original  number  ;  Dr.

He  says  in  his  preface, 
"  The  main  object  I  have  aimed  at  throughout  has 
been  to  alter,  in  the  least  degree  that  is  consistent 
with  good  English  and  good  metre,  the  actual  word- 
ing of  those  noble  prose  versions  which  have  been 
bequeathed  to  us  by  our  ancestors." 

Mr.  Edgar'  Bowring,  C.B.,  was  born  in  1826  ;  M.P. 
for  Exeter,  1868.  In  addition  to  his  version  of  the 
Psalms,  he  translated  two  small  volumes  of  German 
hymns,  selected  by  the  Queen,  and  privately  printed 
for  her  Majesty's  use.

He  was  considered  so  good  a  critic  that  clergymen 
and  others  sent  their  poetical  works  to  him  for  correc- 
tion. His  little  leisure  time  was  spent  in  visiting  the 
sick  and  dying  ;  in  which  labour  of  love  he  caught 
the  small-pox,  and  died  of  the  malady  at  the  age  of 
seventy-three.
